PROGRESS OF THE THIRD 
CHINA WAR. 


The following telegrams were published on the Ist inst. :— 

The Taku Forts were captured on the 21st of August. The enemy were 
allowed to march out, leaving munitions, &c. The allies lost 400 men killed 
and wounded. No British officer was killed, The 6lst and 44th Regi- 
ments and the Marines, with 1,500 French, were the t-oops principally 


engaged. 

The following telegram from the French General has appeared 
in the Moniteur :— 

“The 12th and 14th of August.—Combats which drove the Tartar army 
from its positions, and gave us their entrenched camps. August 17.—Bridge 
thrown across the Peiho, under the fire of the enemy. August 21, 
After a vehement resistanee we carry by assault the most important of the 
Taku forts, 200 French and 250 English sors de combat, a single officer 
killed. 1,000 Tartars killed, found in the fort, among whom was the 
General-in-Chief. All the othor forts surrendered successively. The same 
evening 8 capitulation gives us the whole country as far as Tien-tsin, and 
600 brass guns of large calibre and prop-rtions. The Ambassadors proceed 
to Tien-tsin, where the Chinese Commissioners attend them to open nego- 
tiations, The allied army is placed in echelon along thei: route. The 
Generals and Admirals all proceed there under escort, The sanitary condi- 
tion of the army is good.”

mud, near the Peh-tang Ho, and the following day established 
themselves without opposition in the town of Peh-tang. 

On ‘the 3rd, a party of about 2,000 English and French 
troops, under General Colioot and Brigadier Sutton, proceeded 
to make a reconnaissance on the road towards Takoo. When 
some little distance along (about three miles), they encountered 
@ considerable body of Tartar cavalry, in the rear of whom 
was scen what appeared to be an entrenched camp—an en- 
gagement at a somewhat long range ensued, and was kept up 
so long that the allied commanders-in-chief thought matters 
becoming scrious, and sent out reinforeements—prior to the 
arrival of which, however, it had been deemed undesirable by 
the officers commanding on the "spot to prolong the engage- 
ment and alter what was merely intended to be a reconnais- 
sance into a general faction, and the force accordingly was with 
drawn, with a loss on the part of the English of one officer and 
three men wounded, and on the side of the French, of about 
twice that number wounded, one mortally, 

After this affair no further hostilities took place for several 
days, the energics of both services being devoted to landing the 
remainder of the army, horse transport, commissariat stores, 
and munitions of war ; the difficulties which had to be encoun- 
tered in the effecting of which will, I have no doubt, afford 
ample scope for the pen of other writers. My sphere precludes 
me noticing the subject, further than to observe in passing that 
the manner in which this arduous task was surmounted is cre- 
ditable in the extreme to those to whom it was entrusted, 
more particularly to the officers and crews of the gunboats, and 
also to the Chinese Coolie Corps, without whom the work per- 
formed by the navy would have been but half completed ; the 
conveyance of material from the beach to the various depots on 
shore, through streets knee-deep in mud, forming the worst | 
half of the business, By the 7th of August the disembarkation | 
was so far complete as to determine the commander-in-chief in 
making a movement towards the Peiho, and the following 
“ General Memorandum” conveyed to the army the method 
proposed of commencing active operations :— 


GENERAL MEMO. 
English Head-quarters, Pehtang, 7th August, 1860. 

It having been determined that the allied force shall advance 
early on the morning of the 10th inst., the following will be the 
order in which they do so :— 

1. Two guns of Barry’s (Armstrong) battery, with 200 men 
of the Royals ; remainder of Barry's battery, and remainder of 
Royals and 31st Regiment; Fisher's company of Engineers, 
with tools, planks, &., for crossing ditches ; the whole under 
the command of Brigadier Stavely, C.B. 

2. French column of the same strength; spare ammunition 
of French and English. 

3rd. Millward’s (Armstrong) Battery, 2nd Regiment, 60th 
Rifles, and 15th Punjab Infantry, and Papillon’s half Com- 
pany of Royal Engineers; spare ammunition of French and 
Engl'sh. 

4th. French main column. 

5th. Engiish reserve, consisting of Desborough’s 9-pounder 
battery, 3rd Regiment, 44th Regiment, and Sth Punjab In- 
fautry, Graham's Company of Royal Engineers, and Madras 
Sappers. 

Gth. French reserve. 

7. Dhoviies and water carriers of the whole force. 

The march in fours will be adopted in order to facilitate 
cavalry and artillery passing without confusion. 

The advanced columus having reached within 1,500 yards of 
the enemy’s position (who will probably have opened fire), the 
English will debouch to the right of the road, sending out 
skirmishers; the French in liko manner dcbouching to the 
left. : 

Barry’s battery will open fire, and the French Artillery as 
soon as it can be brought to the front. 

As soon as the advanced position is taken, the remainder of 
the English will advance, and upon the enemy’s fire being re- 
duced tiacy will advance to the hard ground, turning the 
enemy's left by morning to their own right as soon as the 
ground will permit. 

The French main column will follow the former one. . The 
nature of the ground will, of course, guide after the first ad- 
vance, but as obstacles may be found, such as dykes, mines, 
&c., as a general rule it cannot be wrong to follow the enemy's 
tracks until the enemy’s works have been examined. 

Each man will be provided with three days cooked meat and 
four_days biscuit, three days rum to be sent in bulk with the 








force by the commissariat, and issued as required on the spot. 
The troops will wear warmer clothing, with great coats folded 
and cautcen attached. Wicker helmets and water bottles 
filled. 

An officer and thirty men from each regiment will remain 
behind to take charge of the baggage, and mens kits and a 
house must be allowed by general officers commanding divi+ 
sions solely for this purpose. 

The tents will not be brought up until the following day. 
The Deputy Commissary-General will make arrangements for 
forwarding to the point rations and forage. The Deputy Mili- 
tary Storekeeper, ammunition. 

The two guns and 200 men of the Royals will march over 
the bridge at the end of the town at 4 a.m., the remainder of 
the battery, and the Royals, at 4.10 a.m, 3lst Regiment at 
7.30 au. Fisher's Company R. E. at 4.40 am, and French 
column at 4.50 A.M. spare ammunition at 5 a... 

Staff officers belonging to the remaining force will be at the 
bridge, and communicate the time at which the troops will 
follow to their own divisions and brigades. 

The Cavalry Brigade will march at 3 a.m, on the 10th inst, 
and occupy the ground to the right of the causeway, in a spot 
to be hereafter pointed out to Brigadier Pattle. 

It is to be clearly understood that no transport animals shalt 
be allowed to leave the town until orders are given for their 
doing so by a staff officer from the head quarters of each army. 

(By order) KennetH MacKenzie, 
Deputy Quarter-Master Gencral. 

At the period of this order being issued, the weather had 
become fine, and there was every appearance of its continuing 
so; heavy rains, however, set in early on the afternoon of the 
9th, and the clay plain surrounding the town soon became con- 
verted into a swamp, rendering it next to a physical impossi- 
bility for the army to move. The advance of the force on the 
10th consequently was counterordered. On the 11th the wea- 
ther began to show signs of improvement, and daylight the 
following morning was fixed on for the advance. For some 
reasons, which no doubt will appear in the despatches of Sir 
Hope Grant, it was deemed necessary so far to alter the details 
of the Gencral Memorandum of the 7tn, as to send the troops 
of the 2nd division out of Peh-tang first, and by a some- 
what different route to the one originally intended, in conformity 
with which alteration the division of Major-General Sir Robert. 
Napier, K-C.B., consisting of the 3rd, 44th, 67th Regiment 
Royal Marines, and 8th Punjabees, with Millward’s (Armstrong) 
Battery, Rotton’s Rocket Battery, and Graham’s Company of 
Royal Engineers, mustered at 3 aM, on the 12th August, 
in the streets of Peh-tang, and at the carlicst dawn com-. 
menced their march along a causeway leading out of the 
town towards the Peiho, along which the column proceeded 
for a quarter of a mile, and then followed a road branching off 
to the right, after going along which, for a couple of miles, it 
became necessary to leave it, and take the troops, including 
artillery, over a very heavy alluvial plain, in many places an 
actual swamp. Here great difficultics were encountered ; the 
artillery waggons stuck in the mud, and had to be abandoned— 
in a word it was by exertions, which British soldiers only can 
make, that at last Sir Robert Napier was able to get his division, 
after a march of several hours through mud and swamp, in a 
line with, and about a mile and a half to the right of the en- 
trenched camp alluded to as having been seen by the recon- 
noitoring party on the 3rd inst. The men were much exhausted 
and by no means fit to engage an enemy. The Cavalry Brigade 
consisting of 300 men of the King’s Dragoon Guards, Fane and 
Probyn’s Horse, with Sterling’s Battery of ‘the Royal Artillery, 
commenced to move out of Peh-tang as soon as the rear of Sir 
Robert Napier’s column was clear of the town, and which was. 
not until nearly seven o'clock. The cavalry moved to the right, 
with the view of covering the advance of the second division, 
and of leaving the high road to the entrenchments, it was In- 
tended to attack, clear for the advance of the Ist Division, under 
Major-General Sir. John Michel, K.C.B,, and the French, under 
General Cousin de Montauban, and which commenced imme- 
diately after the last of the cavalry brigade had passed over the. 
bridge at the end of the town, in the following order—2 guns of 
Barry's Armstrong Battery ; 200 men of the Royals ; Fisbus Com- 
pany of the Royal Engineers with tools, planks, &c., for crossing 
ditches, remainder of Barry’s Battery, and the Royals, the 31st 
ment, the whole being under the command of Brigadier General 
Stavely, C.B. Then followed a French column of the same 
strength, in the rear of which came the spare ammunition of 
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the English and French columns. Derborough’s Battery: 130 
men of the Madras Artillery with 6-pounder rockets; 2nd 
Regiment, [60th Rifles, 15th Punjabees. Govan’s Battery : 
Papillon’s Half Company of Royal Engineers, spare ammuni- 
tion, two 8-inch mortars; French main column, followed by 
the dhoolies and water carriers of the whole force. The 2nd, 
60th, and 15th Punjabees were under the command of Briga- 
dier-General Sutton. The Artillery of the force was under the 
orders of Brigadier-General ‘Crofton. Sir Hope Grant super- 
intended in person the movements on the left, in conjunction 
with General Montauban. Sir Robert Napier, with Brigadiers 
Jephson and Reeves, commanded the Infantry on the right, 
and the Cavalry was under Brigadier-General Pattle, of the 
King’s Dragoon Guards. The Artillery on the right consisted 
of Millward’s Armstrong Battery, Rotton’s Rockets, and Stir- 
ling’s Battery. A reference to the anuexed rough plan will 
probably make the operations of the army on the 12th August, 
1860, more intelligible to the reader.* 

A and B are houses and fort on the north bank of the Peh- 
tang Ho, C is the town of Peh-tang, D is the fort defending the 
entrance to the river on the south, E is the point in the mud 
where the troops landed on the 1st August, F is a house that 
was used by the Tartar cavalry as a pickct-house during our 
occupation of Peh-tang, dotted line C is the route taken by Sir 
Robert Napier’s division, H shows the route of the cavalry 
brigade, J with the dotted line represents the road followed by 
the First Division and the French, K is a road leading to the 
fortified town of Tang-Koo, L is a cavalry entrenchment, with 
fortified wall, M a strong field-work of considerable extent de- 
fending N (the town of Sin-Hoo), O is a Tartar cavalry camp 
with permanent buildings and defences, P is the plain where 
the English first division met the cavalry brigade and second 
division after the capture of the entrenchments and town of 
Sin-Ho. 

A considerable time was occupied in getting the troops moved 


out of the town, and it was not until 10 a.m., that the French : 


main column, with General Monauban and staff, were able to get 
over the bridge. The second division (Sir Robert Napier’s) was 
now out of sight, and the first division, with the French co- 
lumns, advanced along the main road; with the view of carry- 
ing the entrenchments of the Tartar cavalry, known to be in 
front of the town of Sin-Ho. About 11 am, as the allied 
forcs on the left were on the march, a cavnonade commenced 
on the right, and was shortly followed by a heavy fire of mus- 
ketry. This was Sir Robert Napier’s division, engaged with a 
large force of Mongolian cavalry that had come down suddenly 
upon it, and nearly surrounded it—so much so, that the 67th 
Regiment, and the Royal Marines, had separated to form square, 
while one wing of the 44th protected the Armstrong guns, and 
fired in line on the cavalrf as they advanced, emptying a good 
many saddles with their Enfield rifles: a portion of the Buffs, also, 
was engaged. On the cavalry brigade coming up, a body of Tartars 
rode boldly down upon the guns of Stirling’s battery, but were 
driven back with severe loss by a gallant charge of a troop of 
Fanc’s horses, headed by Lieutenant MacGregor, who was se- 
verely wounded in four places, Had the after-tactics of the 
Tartars been equal to their courage and to the celerity with 
which they made their first movement, they might have given 
us some serious trouble ; as they would appear to have got to 
the rear not alone of the infantry division but of the cavalry 
brigade also ; as the latter lost all their ficld medical equipage 
(including the means for the removal of the wounded), the Tar- 
tars having got in between and the rear of the brigade. The 
troops, exhausted as they were with a severe hours’ march, fre- 
quently up to their knees in mud, at every point repelled the 
daring onset of the Mongolian cavalry (the flower of the Impe- 
rial army), and drove them back into their entrenchments with 
a somewhat heavy loss, the Armstrong guns being reported to 
have done considerable execution. Our loss was three men 
killed, two officers and eight men wounded in the cavalry bri- 
gade, and three men wounded in the 44th Regiment, in all 
eighteen casualties. On the left, as soon as the first work of 
the enemy was approached, the artillery formed in line, the 
English on the right, the French on the left, in the rear of the 
gins, followed in skirmishing order portions of the infuntry force 
of both armies. A very heavy fire was opened on the first 
fortification (an earthen field-work of considerable extent), and 
the Armstrong shells were pitched with great precision over the 
parapet: by Barry’s battery. The French artillery also made 
very good practice from their rifled field-guns and rockets, and 
Ae

after a short resistance the place was carricd. The whole force 
immediately advanced on the second line of works, which was 
also carried after a very brief resistance, the Tartar cavalry 
making the best of their way out of it by the rcar and going 
at full gallop along the road to Taku ; their onward progress 
considerably stimulated by a few Armstrong shells that were 
sent after them. 

Notwithstanding the very heavy fire of artillery and rockets 
that had been brought to bear upon them, in their eutrench- 
ments, their loss did not appear to have been great, very few 
dead or wounded being found. Our loss was very trifling ; con- 
sisting of one only—namely, an artillery-man of Barry Battery 
severely wounded from a Jingal ball. The loss of the Freuch, 
I have not been able to learn, but I believe it was small also. 

After the capture of the second entrenchment, the town of 
Sin-ho was taken possession of: the French encamped in its 
immediate vicivity, and Sir John Michel’s division, with Sir 
Hope Grant and staff, passed through the main strect of tho 
town into some open country, aud there, close by a permanent 
cavalry camp of the Tartars, met the troops of the second 
division and cavalry brigade, who had gradually worked their 
way round from the right. 

The English troops rested during the remainder of the after- 
noon: a portion of the French force, however, made an ad- 
vance upon the fortified town of Tan-koo, on the north bank 
of the Peiho, two and a-half miles from Sin-ho. It was ap- 
proached by what appeared a good road, and at 4 p.m. the 
French artillery opened fire on the palace. The Chinese re- 
turned the fire gun for gun, and after about an hour’s firing, 
the French withdrew, and returned to their camp at Sin-ho. 

On the 13th of August, it was determived by the allied 
commanders-in-chief to attack the fortifiaations of Tan-koo, 
which are very extensive, presenting a line of fortified wall (of 
great thickness) of upwards of one mile. The morning of the 
14th was fixed on for the attack ; the French to proceed direct 
there, and take up their position to the left ; the English to 
move on the right, on their way silencing two batterics on the 
south bank of the Peiho, A reference to the following plan 
will aid the reader in understanding the subscquent operations 
on the Peiho, which were brought to a brilliant termination by 
the fall of the great forts of Taku on the 21st of August, after 
a defence by the Chinese, secund to none for distinguished 
gallantry in the history of the war.* 

A Sin-ho, B is where the English army. encamped on the 
night of the 13th August, prior to marching at daylight on 
Tan-koo ; C, high road between Sin-ho and Tan-koo; D and E, 
forts on south bauk of Peiho; F, fortificatious of Tan-koo; G, 
town of Tan-koo; H I and K, towns of See-koo, Takoo, and 
Tun-koo : L and M, great forts on southern entrance to Peiho ; 
N and O, great forts on north bank of river ; P, staked barriers 
in mouth of river; Q, deep mud inverting shore; R, course. 
taken by the troops that stormed the fort on the 21st August ; 
S, line of attack of the allies ; T, bridge of junks across Peiho, 
constructed for passage of army to south bank ; U, village on 
south bank, taken by the French on the 17th August; V, the 
Peiho ; W, high road from Peh-tang to Tan-koo; Y, line of 
march taken by the French on the 14th August ; X, route fol- 
lowed by the English to Tan-koo, the batteries D and E being 
engaged aud silenced on the way. 

As the reconnaisance made by the French on the afternoon 
of the 12th had been the means of ascertaining that the main 
road from Sin-ho to Tan-koo presented certain obstacles to the 
advance of the army, it was determined to adopt a different 
route ; consequently, on the evening of the 13th, the English 
army was moved from its encampment near the Tartar camp, 
in the rear of Sin-ho, to a spot on the north bank of the Peiho, 
distant about two miles in a straight line from Tan-koo. 

At 6 A.M. on the 14th August the troops moved off from the 
English camps in nearly the following order :—Detachment 
60th Rifles, two guns Barry’s Battery, Royals, Sir Hope Grant 
and staff, with small escort of Probyn’s Horse, 31st Regiment, 
remainder of Barry’s Battery, Desborough’s Battery, Govan’s 
Battery, Detachment Gun Lancers, Head Quarter Staff, Mill- 
ward's Armstrong Battery, 2nd Regiment. General Montauban 
and escort, foilowed by French column and Naval Brigade. 
Then a portion of the Chincse Cvolie Corps (French), carrying 
scaling-ladders and escorted by a party of the Naval Brigade, 
two batteries of French artillery, main body of 60th Rifles, 
medical staff and dhoolies, French column, followed by the

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English reserve, consisting of the 3rd Buffs, Royal Marines, 
and 67th Regiment, with the 8th Punjabees. The Cavalry 
Brigade and the 44th Regiment remained as a rear-guard at 

Sin-Ho. 

At half-past 6 as. the Artillery engaged the battery D, 
which was a small casemated one, situated in a little creek 
with two junks mvored in front of it to mark its presence, but 
so placed as not to interfere with its fire. “As soon as this 
battery was si’euced the Artillery moved on towards Tan-Koo, 
leaving two guns of Barry’s Battery under Lieutenant Moorsom 
to silence the battery E, which was givlng some trouble by 
firing at the troops as they were advancing over the plain to 
Tan-Koo. This battery proved obstinate, and did not 
cease firing for a considerable time. At 8 o'clock Captain 
Wiiles and seven seamen of the Chesapeake crossed over in a 
small boat from the north bank to the Junk Battery (D) and 
spiked the guns, setting fire to the junks by exploding powder 
bags. About half-an-hour aftrwards Commander Gibson, of 
the Chesapeate, and the same party of seamen again crossed 
the river and tumbled the guns into the river. On this occa- 
sion sone Tartars were lurking about the place, and one of the 
seamcn was wounded by a matchlock ball. By this time the 
allied forces were pretty well in front of Tan-Koo, and ina 
short time a tremendous fire was opened from the whole line of 
artillery, flanked by heavy rocked batteries, the trench being on 
the left, the Euglish in the centre and right. Towards 11 a.m. 
the fire of the evemy was nearly silenced, and storming parties 
of French on the left, and Royals and 60th Rifles on the right, 
entered the place and drove out the remaining portion of the 
garrison. Several dead Tartars were laying about the guns, but 
the greater portion of ithe wounded appear to have becn re- 
moved while the bombardment was going on. Altogether, con- 
sidering the very heavy and concentrated fire which had been 
brought to bear upon the place, it was remarkable to see so few 
traces of it inside, there not being more than twenty dead 
bodies at the period of our entering laying about the guns; 
some of their wounds were of a very ghastly nature. It is 
supposed that large numbers of dead were removed prior to 
the capture of the place. , 

Shortly after the fall of Tan-koo, the battery E, on the south 
bank of the Peiho, which had given so much trouble in the 
morning, reopened fire, the attention of its garrison having been 
drawn to the tents, ambulances, &c., of the Field Hospital, which 
had been established by Surgeon-Major Telfer, the principal 
nicdical officer of the 1st Division, at a convenient distance in 
the rear of the army. Several well directed shots were sent 
close to the tent, where Dr. Rennie, staff-surgeon of the Royal 
Artillery was at the time amputating the leg of one of Des- 
borougi’s gunners, whose limb had been shattered by a cannon 
ball. Dr. Sclfer immediately ordered the tents to be struck, 
and the mules, ambulances, coolies, &c., forming the medical 
field train to move on towards Tan-koo, with the view of with- 
drawing the fire from the vicinity of the wounded, and which 
was successful, as the firing ceased as soon as the tents were 
struck, and the train in motion. 

‘ Owing to the high elevation] which the Chinese in Tan-koo 
gave their guns, and the consequent long-range firing which en- 
sucd, our casualties weré very small, as the shots almost in- 
variably passed a long way over the heads of the troops the 
French, however, seemed to have suffered more severely, a few 
round shot having got in amongst them. Their loss, I believe, 
amounted to twenty-five killed and wounded ; our loss was one 
man of Barry’s battery, wounded (since dead), and one man of 
Desborough’s, severcly. Sir John Michel had a horse shot 
ander him, 

The town of Tan-koo, which in general appearance resembles 
Pehtang, was immediately occupied by the 2rd Buffs, Royal 
Marines, and G7th Regiment, with Millward and Govern’s 
batteries, some Madras artillery, and Ratton’s rockets. The 
first division returned to the encamping ground, where it had 
spent the night; and the men pitched their tents, understand- 
ing that they were not to move for several days. 

On the evening of the 17th August, a party of the Chasseur 
de Vincennes crossed the Peiho, and took possession of the 
village marked U, on the south bank of the river. They met 
With some opposition, which they soon overcame. Then follow- 
ing they went a little way into the country, but their progress 
was stopped by a considerable body of Tartar horse, who had 
entrenclcd themselves in the vicivity of the road. The French 
failed in dislodging them ; their force being small, and 
infermation having been sent to General Montauban, 
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he immediately sent over reinforcements of infantry, with some 
artillery and mountain guns, and the entrenchment was speedily 
carried. The same afternoon two guns of Barry’s battery, with 
a company of the 31st, were sent out to cover the advance up 
the river of a number of small junks, with which the bridge 
across the Peiho was to be constructed. The battery E, on the 
south bank, was the one that was expected to give trouble, and 
the Armstrong guns were placed so as to command it, with the 
31st lying down amongst the reeds in front, as a protection to 

the guns in case of any sudden attack being made upon them 
from an ambuscade. When the boats appeared the battery, as 
expected, opened fire, and Sir John Michel, who superintended 

in person, directed Captain Desborough to order the Armstrong 

guns to silence it, and which was done ofter a few rounds from 
each gun. The guns, howeves, were not disabled, the artillery- 

men having merely retired from them. By this time the junks 

had passed up the river, and the troops and guns were with- 

drawn. 

At this time, it was intended that the plan of operations 
against the Taku forts should be the following—namely, that. 
Sir Robert Napier, with the 2nd division, should attack the 
north forts, while the French and Sir John Michel’s division 
should cross the Peiho by the bridge of junks, and simul- 
taneously attack the south forts in the rear, while the gun and 
rocket boats opened fire from the sea. Circumstances led to 
this combined attack being abandoned, and it was Sdetermined 
that the north forts should be first attacked ; the change of the 
preliminary arrangements being invested in Sir Robert Napier, 
whose division was to make the assault. 

After a series of reconnaisances had been made, the following 
General Order appeared, detailing the force to be employed :— 


Camp Sin-ho, 20th August, 1860. 


A force, consisting of 1,500 English and 500 French, will 
assemble to-morrow morning, at six o’clock, at Tan-koo, and 
advance, under the directions of Major-General Sir Robert 
Napier, K.C.B., who will indicate the position of the troops and 


ps. 

The English force will consist of 1,500 infantry of the 2nd 
Division, Millward’s (Armstrong) Battery, two 8-inch howitzers, 
two 32-pounders, three 8-inch mortars, two 24-pounder howitzers, 
and three 54-inch mortars. 

The troops will carry three days cooked provisions with 
them. The whole of the cavalry and Ist Division to be ready 
to move as soon as ordered, and the officers not to leave the

In addition to the force here detailed, an after-order appeared, 
directing Barry’s Battery of Armstrong guns, and two 24-pounder 
howitzers of Desborough’s Battery, to proceed from the camp 
of the 1st Division, and join the siege train in front of Taku at 
daylight on the morning of the 21st. 

In the course of Monday the 20th of August, Sir Robert 
Napier moved the troops (by the route marked R in the plan) 
from Tan-koo. They consisted of Millward’s battery of six 
Armstrong guns, Beddingfield’s siege guns, Pennycivk’s mortar 
battery, Govan’s battery, Hick’s Golandauze artillery, with 
mountain howitzers and rockets, Rotton’s rockets, Graham’s 
Company of Royal Engineers ; the 44th Regiment Battalion of 
Royal Marine Light. Infantry, and the 67th Regiment. Tho 
troops encamped on the flat alluvial plain in the rear of the 
fort, and not altogether out of range of its guns, as in the course 
of some firing which ensued, as the troops were taking up posi- 
tion, a shot from the fort knocked over the camp kettles of the 
67th. Millward’s battery opened fire, at a long range, and the 
Armstrong guns managed to keep the fort silent for the re- 
mainder of the day, the Chinese ceasing to fire, seeing that we 
had along way the advantage of them in range. 

During the night large working parties of the 44th were em- 
ployed constructing batteries for the siege guns, throwing up 
cover for the infantry, filling up holes, and improving as much 
as possible the very bad ground over which the attacking force 
would have to advance, and which was much intersected by 
ditches, and in many places knee deep in mud. 

In the evening the English and French gun-boats took up 
position as near to the bar as was prudent, and in the course of 
the night light balls, possessing great illuminating power, were 
thrown up from the south forts, with the view of keeping an 
eye on what the gun-boats were about, At half-past three on 
the morning of the 21st August the batteries began to move 
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to their positions, followed shortly by the Engineers and the 
right wing of the Royal Marines, the latter carrying the pon- 
toons and scaling-ladders. At five o'clock the 44th, 67th, and 
left wing of the Marines moved towards the front. The Chi- 
nese immediately opened fire, and sent shot at a long range, 
bounding amongst the troops as they advanced. The French 
force having come up—mustering about 1,500 Infantry, 
with three batteries of artillery—the bombardment commenced, 
the English guns in the centre and on the left ; the French on 
the right. The Infantry were ordered to lay down and 
shelter themselves as much as possible from the storm of 
shot and shell which two forts on the north and one on 
the south side were throwing over them, in addition to the fire 
they were exposed to from the fort which was then in course 
of being attacked. At 6 a.m. our already tremendous fire of 
artillery was increased by the arrival of Barry’s (Armstrong) 
guns and Desborough’s howitzers from the camp of the first 
division. At 64 a.m. the chief magazine in the fort blew up 
with a fearful explosion, notwithstanding which disaster, the 
Chinese resumed their fire ; standing to their guns with the 
most undaunted courage, and defending the fort as if nothing 
had occurred. 

The French and English gun and rocket boats by this time 
had taken position near the staked barriers at the mouth of 
the river, and were throwing shot and shell with great pre- 
cision into the forts ; and the explosion of the magazine in the 
north fort nearest the mouth of the river, bore practical evi- 
dence to the deadliness of their fire. This fort, like its neigh- 
bour, was in no way daunted, but bravely continued its 
defence. 

About 7 a.m, the French and English infantry began to 
close round ‘the doomed fortress, and the sharp fire kept up 
from their rifles told with deadly effect on the Chinese that 
were serving the guns, still there was no silencing their fire. No 
sooner was a mau killed at a gun than his place was taken by 
another. The French, with a wing of the 44th and 67th 
Regiment, had gradually advanced in skirmishing order close to 
the scrics of formidable obstacles constituting the land de- 
fences—namiely, canals, ditches, staked ground abatis, &., and 
the firing of salvos by the artillery about 8 o’clock indicated 
that all was ready for the assault. The Marines were in charge 
of the pontoons, and two companies of the 44th, under Captain 
Gregory and Lieutenant Rogers, had advanced ahead of them as 
a covering party, until their further progress was checked by 
the obstacles referred to. As there were no means of crossing, 
they in consequence suffered severely, and large numbers of 
men from them, as well as from the whole line of infantry, 
English and French, were now seen being conveyed wounded to 
the rear. 

It is alleged that there was some mismanagement in regard 
to the English pontoons and scaling-ladders ; suffice it to ray, 
that the 44th and{67th regiments found themselves at the edge 
of the first of the water defences without any means of cross- 
ing—that on the right Colonel Knox, of the 67th, and on the 
left Licutenant Rogers, of the 44th, followed by a considerable 
number of their men, jumped into the water and swam across. 
Captain Gregory, of the 44th, and several officers of the 67th, 
got across on planks and bamboo ladders belonging to the 
French, and waded nearly up to their necks through the re- 
maining ditches. When the pontoons came up, they were 
found to be unserviceable, ayd the scaling-ladders were taken 
round by the Marines to the right, and converted into bridges. 
No description can convey any idea of the elaborate obstacles 
which the storming parties had to contend with in reaching the 
foot of the wall prior to placing their scaling-ladders—and the 
large number of wounded show the amount of fire to which they 
were exposed in getting across the ditches and staked ground. 
Great difficulty also was experienced in ascending the scaling- 
ladders, as the Chinese, with a coolness and daring without its 
parallel in modern history, came deliberately forward to the 
embrazures and laid hold of the scaling-ladders, shook the men 
off them, and pulled them in over the wall of the fort. In 
this ‘vay several scaling-ladders were taken from the assault- 
ing parties, and it was not without great exertion that 
at last o footing was established on the walls. The French 
were first upon the walls, but Lieutenant Rogers, of the 
44th, having made his way in by an embrazure on the left, is 
believed to have been the first man in the fort. The 67th 
entered about the same time on the right with the French, and 
the remaining portion of the garrison of the fort disputed the 
ground inch by inch, and were, ultimately driven out through 
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the embrazures on the river face, and through some also on the 
left of the fort, with a heavy loss from rifle-firing aud bayonet 
wounds. No prisoners were taken, with the exception of those 
whose wounds prevented them escaping. The colours of the 
67th at last were seen waving from the summit of the fort, where 
they were placed by Ensign Chaplin, assisted by Lieut. Rogers 
andsPrivate McDougall, of the 44th. The wing of the 44th en- 
gaged in front, brought their colours with them, but Sir Robert 
Napier ordered them to be taken back to where the head- 
quarters were, namely, in the trenches, a little way to the rear. 

Thus, about half past cight°on the morning of the 21st of 
August, was captured one of the great Taku Forts. As soon 
as its fall was apparent, to the other forts, white flags were 
hung out upon the whole of them ; and as this was supposed 
to indicate a desire for a cessation of hostilities, Mr. Consul 
Parkes, by the direction of the commander-in-chicf, accompanied 
by Captain Grant bearing a flag of truce, proceeded to the other 
great northern fort to learn what proposals they intended 
making ; but in place of displaying any signs of submission, 
they were cool and undaunted, impertinent almost, I believe, 
when requested to give up the fort. They stated that they had 
merely hoisted white flags in obedience to a signal from the 
opposite side ; that they had no power to give up the fort, nor 
did they intend doing so; and that though we had taken one 
fort, it did not follow that we were to take them all. 

Mr. Parkes then went over with a flag of truce to the south 
forts, and there was told that the flags of truce had been 
hoisted on the forts, in uniformity with instructions from the 
Governor-General of Pecheli, who was then at Taku, and who 
was prepared, on hostilitics ceasing, to open up the river to the 
French and Euglish, but that he had no authority to surrender 
the forts; nor could he be assured that in tho event of his 
ordering them to be surrendered that San-ko-lin-sing, the Mon- 
golian Prince commanding at Taku, would give them up. 
Under these circumstances a communication was sent to the 
Governor-General of Pecheli, that the truce would only be 
extended until 2 p.m, and that if the forts were pot surrendered 
by that time hostilitics would recommence. 

The fort we had captured was the key to all the others, and 
our position was now a very commanding one. Preparations 
were made for commencing the attack on the other northern 
fort (which consists of two forts within one enclosure), during 
the truce the guns were placed in position, and all ready to 
commence at two o'clock. The Chinese, however, secing the 
desperate position in which they were now placed, with the gun 
and rocket boats on their left, the guns of their own fort on the 
right about to be turned on them, with a formidable train of 
siege artillery in their immediate rear, very properly surrendered, 
and the fort was forthwith taken possession of by the Buff’s 
and 8th Punjaubecs, who had been brought up from Tan-koo to 
act as the storming party, in place of the 44th, 67th, and 
marines, who had so gallantly done the work during the earlier 
portion of the day, and who were naturally now much exhausted 
from the almost incessant labour of the last twenty-four hours. 

The fort had just surrendered when a fearful storm of thunder, 
lightning, and rain, burst over the place, and soon saturated 
the plain, converting it in a brief period into one 
vast swamp, that it became impossible to move the heavy ar- 
tillery out of—and out of which it was with the utmost diffi- 
culty that even the light Armstrong guns were extricated— 
never did an army returning from victory present a more 
disorganised appearance than did that which marched back to 
Tang-Koo after the capture of the North Taku Forts. 

KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
Our loss in the three and a-half hour's fighting in the morn- 
ing amounted to 202 “killed and wounded, while that of the 
French is stated to be about 120. The following are the details 
of our loss, as nearly as I can give them. . 
Royal Artillery, two officers and twelve men wounded, 
Royal Engineers, one officer wounded, one man killed and two 
wounded. 
Madras Artillery, three men wounded. 
3rd Buffs, two men wounded. 
44th Regiment, two officers wounded, fourteen men killed and 
forty-seven wounded. 
Royal Marines, four officers wounded, one man killed and 
twenty-four wounded. 
67th Regiment, seven officers wounded, six men killed and 
sixty-two wounded. 
Chinese Coolie Corps, six Chinese wounded. 
The total number of officers wounded is twenty-two. None 
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of them hare been fatal wounds. Brigadier Reeves was wounded 
in four places, and Captain Broke, Sir Robert Napier’s aide-de- 
camp, was shot through the thigh. Sir Robert Napier himself, 
had his field-glass knocked out of his hand by a matchlock 
ball. 

In the evening, Mr. Parkes had a conference with Hung-Ho, 
the Governor-Gencral, which ended in his signing a paper 
agrecing to the unconditional suarender of the southern forts 
and the whole province of Pecheli, from Taku to Ticntsin. He 
was driven to this course, he said, though it was signing his own 
ruin, by the necessitics of the people, and he sacrificed himself 
to the public good ; in fact, there is no doubt that the pressure 
raised by the populations of Peh-tang and Sing-ho being driven 
into ithe interior has been the main cause of bringing about so 
speedy a termination of hostilities ; Peh-tang alone had a popu- 
lation of 20,000, and a gricvous amount of distress must have 
followed our somewhat ruthless occupation of it. 

During the night of the 21st, the southern forts were eva- 
cuated, and Sangolinsing fled with an escort ‘of 150 horsemen 
towards Ticutsin, through which he hurriedly passed on his way 
to Peking, like Sir John Coke, to carry the uews of his own 
defeat. 

On the morning of the 22nd the navy so far removed the 
obstructions at the mouth of the river as to evable the gun- 
boats to enter, and the following day Admiral Hope, in the 
Coromandel, accompanied by some gunboats, went up the 
Peiho to Tien-tsin. The forts were found to be quite new and 
of very massive construction, but the guns had been removed, 
and along with the other munitions of war had been buried. 
On the 24th Darry’s Battery and the 67th Regiment were sent 
up in gunboats and took formal possession of the forts, of 
which there are two, one on each side of the river, about three 
miles below the walled city of Tien-tsin. 

On the 25th August, Lord Elgin, accompanied by Sir Hope 
Grant, arrived at Tien-tsin in the Granada steamer, and the 
same day the cavalry-brigade, consisting of the King’s Dragoon 
Guards, the two regiments of Scik Horse, and Stirling's battery 
arrived, having marched up by the road on the north bank of 
the river. In the afternoon the Royals arrived in gun-boats. 
The infantry and Barry’s battery, it is supposed, will remain as 
a military demonstration at Tien-tsin, and the cavalry brigade 
will accompany Lord Elgin as an escort to Peking. 

Upwards of 500 guns have been captured in the Taku forts, 
amongst them a considerable number of brass cannon worth 
from eight to twelve hundred pounds each. Thic value of the 
metal taken will amount to a large sum, and it is presumed that 
it will be divided in prize money amongst the allied forces, 

The Taku forts were of great strength, and their land de- 
fences, especially on the southern side, of tlie most formidable 
nature, involving a perfect labryinth of canals, ditches, pits, 
zig-zags, abits, stakes, &c. 

RUMOURED INDEMNITY. 

The latest report in circulation from Tientsin is that Prince 
Sang Golinsin has been degraded, and the Chinese have con- 
sented to pay an indemnity of cight millions sterling. This is 
currently reported, but I cannot vouch for its truth. There is 
no doubt that the sum specified might easily be paid, as the 
sequestration for four years only of the Shanghae customs 
(amounting annually to two millions sterling) for that period 
would make up the sum. 

ANOTHER ACC)UNT. 

On the 20th August orders were issued for the attack cn the north forts 
by a force composed of 1,500 English, and the same number of French 
troops, with a very heavy train of siege artillery, including several 8-inch 
mortars, and two Armstrong batteries of six guna each. ‘The regiments se- 
lected belonged to the second division : were the 44th, the 67th, and Royal 
Marines, commanded by Major General Sir Robert Napier. The troops 
moved from ‘Tang-koo on the 20th, across a flat and muddy plain, cut np by 
canals and ditches, and took their position about a mile in the rear of the 
north fort furthest from the sea. ‘ihe night was spent in throwing up bat- 
teries and trenches to act asa cover for the infantry, also in constructing 
bridges and improving the approaches to the fort. The same evening the 
gunboats, English and French, took up the positions within about 1,400 
yards of the u.outh of the river, and all was ready for the attack at daylight 
the following morning. 

About 5 a.m. the guns of the fort commenced firing on the troops, and in 
a short time the arvillery, French and English, took up position, and opened 
& tremendous bombardment on the fort, while the gunboats came as near 
as they dared venture, and pitched shell and rockets into the north fort, that 
we were not attacking, but which was firing briskly on the French and Eng- 
lish lines, as was one also on the sou:h side, the shot and shell from which came 
along way to the rear. At 7 o'clock our Artillery succeeded in exploding 
the guard magazine of the fort, which went off witha fearful report. The 

garrison, however, continued undaunted, and the defence was carried gal- 


Jantly on until 8 a.m., when the storming parties, consisting of the 44th and 
67th, fullowed by the Marines with tha pacioums; acing prataalty closed 


round the rear, now opened a very heavy fire on the parapet and embra- 
sures and in conjunction with the French effected, after many difficuities, a 
footing on the walls, and ultimately drove the gallant defenders out of the 
fort at the point of the bayonet but not until the ground had been disputed 
inch by inch by them. The Chinese coolies behaved admirahly ; n thing 
could Le morecouragnous than their general bearing; they carried the Fiench 
scaling ladd:rs right up to the assault, and then from the absence of pon 
toons there was a difficulty in getting across the formidable canals ond ditches 
which surrounded the fort, the ccolies jumped into the water up to their 
necks, and supported the ladders on their shoulders, so as to form liidves of 
them, and e: able the sturming pete to get across. It was by this ingenious 
contrivance that the first of the French and 67th were enable! to get into 
the fort on the right. ‘The 44th highly dist'nguished themselves on the 
left, and suffered a larger amount of fatal casualties than any of the other 
troops, having hud 14 killed and 47 men wounded, and which loss chicfly 
fell on one wing that was covering the advance of the Marines with the pon- 
toons. Our total loss in killed and wounded was 22 oificers and 180 men— 
while the French lost about 130. A considerable number of the coolie 
corps in addition have been killed and wounded. 

At 3 p.m. on the 2Ist, the remaining northern forts surrendered, a truce 
of four hours having been graned them to consider the matter, and in the 
evening the Governor Gen-ral of Pecheli, at a conference at Taku, with the 
allies, unconditionally surrerdered the southern forts and the province of 
Pechili, on a cessation of hostilities being guaranteed. 

During the assault on the forts, Captain Gregory and Licut. Rogers of the 
44th, with Ensign Chapl.in of the 67th, are stated to have highly distin- 
guished themselves. Brigadier Reeves was wounded in four places, “ir 
Robert Napier had the glass knocked out of his hand by a bu'let, and his 
boot cut open by another. His Aide-Camp, Capt. Brooke, was shot through 
the thigh, previous to which a bullet passed through his hat. Seve:al 
officers of the 67th and marines have been wounded. 


CHINA. 

SHANGHAL 
An aztion, R. Arnold v. J. W. Lewis, for defamation, has been 
tried before H.M’s Consul and accessors, resulting in a verdict 
for the plaintiff, with $500 damages. The examination brought 
to light irregular practices in the importation of fire-arms, a

Pe The latest dates from this place report that the rebels have 
withdrawn from that city, after an unsuccessful attempt at its 
capture, Further reinforcements of allied troops had arrived, 
and a feeling of security prevailed. No information bas been 
furnished by our plenipotentiary, Mr. Bruce, on the subject of 
the collission; and the Parliamentary papers when published 
will, it is presumed, show that Mr. Bruce has again been at. 
fault in treating the rebels with indifference, in fact in the great 


pooh-pooh style. 
SWATOW. 


The godowns of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. were 
attacked on the 26th August by Chinese plunderers, Their 
plans for cutting off any assistance from the foreign residents 
were complete. The description or value of the property has 
not been reported. Had a gunboat been there, this could not 
have taken place. 

CANTON. 

At Canton everything remains quiet. The Impcrialists have 
obtained a victory over the rebels or local banditti near Loching, 
where they have been obstructing the passage of teas, which 
may now be expected down freely. Late Peking Gaxttes con- 
tain a decree, appointing a new Imperial Commissioner and 
superintendent of trade at the five ports. Late reports con- 
cerning the governor-general and governor having an animus 
towards one another are totally without foundation, those two 
officers being on the best of terms, the latter having accepted 
the office of governor at the urgent request of the former, 


MALACCA STRAITS,

The Singapore Standard reports the following change amongst 
the Government offices:—We are informed that Captain 
McNair, superintendent of convicts at this station, is obliged to 
proceed to Europe on sick certificate; that J. D. Vaughan, Esq, 
the master attendant, also proceeds to Europe vid the Cape on 
sick certificate for twelve months.

Arriving in London, via Marseilles on the 12th to 15th, and 26th to 29th 


of each month, and via Southampton five days later, 
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The Patrie states that Mr. Bruce, the English Minister in 
China, has received a despatch announcing that the Empcror of 
China would be disposed to conclude peace with the allies, after 
the capture of the Peiho forts. No reliance is placed on this 
statement. 

According to advices received by the Toulonnais, a serious 
affair has taken yilace at Saigon (Cochin-China), in which the 
French garrison was engaged, and experienced somc loss, parti- 
cularly among the officers. The details are wantiug. 

A decree has been published showing the terms which the 
French have negotiated for trading with ths Burman Empire. 
It was known on your side of the Channel, of course, that the 
French had been busy in that part of the world lately, and it 
is considered here that it is the small end of a wedge which the 
Emperor intends driving into Siam, Cochin China, and Western 
China, and if the scheme lately noticed by you for opening a 
trade between Western China and British Pegu is not pushed 
on rapidly, you will find Louis Napoleon will anticipate jou, 
notwithstanding the prestige of the British ; indecd, it is the 
opinion of many here that the Emperor will soon astonish you 
with his operations in the Far East. The establishment of a 
steam line to China and of a bank at Shanghai are notable 
proofs of the correctness of this idea. 

It is announced that the battalions of foot Chasseurs now in 
garrison here and at Vincennes, has been called on to volunteer 
for service in China, and that the force voluntcered en macse. 





RUSSIA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. Perersnure, Oct. 18. 


Although it is not impossible that the accounts received here 
from China down to the beginning of August (by the overland 
route wia Kiachta and Siberia) may not much differ from 
those you receive in England by your own Overland Mail, yet it 
may interest your readers to peruse the Russian version of the 
latest state of affairs in “the Celestial Empire.” According to 
these despatches the insurrection was extending in many diree- 
tions, and had assumed a most alarming aspect, having now 
reached the coast provinces. In and around Peking the militia 
had been called out and armed, and this was also the case in the 
province of Shan-tung, whilst subscriptions were opened and 
collections made to enable the wealthy inhabitants to give proof 
of their patriotism in the support of these troops, as was done 
in Russia when the Druschins were embodied for garrison duty 
during the last war to enable the Government to send all the 
disposable regular forces to defend the Crimea. But in spite of 
these measures the bulk of the people are discontented, and 
make no secret of their disgust, but disparage the Government 
openly and in no very flattering terms. At the same time they 
complain loudly that their trade is completely paralysed, and 
that provisions and.every other necessary of life are double the 
amount of their former prices. Owing to the conciliating con- 
duct of the British towards the inhabitants of the coast where 
they have effected a landing—causing the Chincse a most 
agreeable disappointment, as they were led to expect the most 
brutal treatment, as well as rapine, fire, and sword—the whole 
of the population of Peking have declared in favour of the Eng- 
lish, where they will be received with open arms as friends and 
deliverers, if they penctrate to the capital. In the meantime a 
body of six thousand men have been sent from Peking to ope- 
rate against the forcign invaders and another corps of ten thou- 
sand troops despatched in the direction of Shan-tung. A report 
was in circulation at Pcking that the Emperor—who it appears, 
therefore, is not dead, as announced by the Wyedumosti of this 
city a few days ago—was about to proceed to Manchuria on a 
hunting expedition, and intended to spend the approaching 
winter at Muk-den. A good many Mongolian princes and 
chieftains of Corea had been invited with their numerous suites 
to accompany the Emperor, several of whom had already arrived 
at Peking for that purpose. 

A letter from the Amoor gives some intercsting particulars of 
the first and completely successful trip of a new iron steamer 
on the waters of that river. The vessel is called the Count 
Murawief-Amoorsky, out of compliment to the popular Governor 
General, to whose assiduous energy the possession of that valu- 

ble dis:rict is solely indebted, She carried not only thirty 
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sashenes of cut wood as fuel, but twenty-five passengers and 
300 poods of cargo, and then only drew twenty-two inches of 
water. Besides this she took in tow a large river boat with a 
cargo of 2,600 poods (52 tons), and 180 passengers, principally 
svorkmen and mechanics returning from Nicolayeffsky, and sol- 
<iicrs belonging to the different military stations on the banks 
of the Amoor. Under all these disadvantages she steamed up 
the river at the rate of fifteen wersts (ten miles) an hour against 
the stream, and twenty wersts with the current. 

Another steamer, the Aosakowitsch, started a few days later 
from Nicolayeffsky for the Upper Amoor, with above 100 pas- 
sengers and 3,000 poods, or sixty tons of cargo, consisting of 
sag:u, rice, and other Chinese produce, as well as a good many 
bales of manufactured goods. She went up safely as far as 
Nertschinsk, passing Oust-Strelka, Stretensk, and the other 
towns on the river, and causing much astonishment among 
the unsophisticated natives. 


GERMANY. 
(PROM OUR OWN OORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamopvra, Oct. 23. 

The newly-established Discounting Company in Paris, with a 
paid-up capital of forty millions of francs, announces by circular 
and advertisement, for the information of the merchants of this 
city trading with China, that with a view to facilitating remit- 
tances and other pecuniary transactions with the Far East, they 
have established an agency at Shanghai, the members of which 
left France for their destination six weeks ago. The company 
add, that they are therefore in a condition to offer merchants 
any facilities they may require for open credits to pay for the 
Chinese produce they may in future be induced to purchase 
without the uncortainty and risk of sending out specie, which, 
on its arrival, may bave to remain, for a time, unproductive, 
should any alteration in the prices of produce have taken place 
in the meanwhile, 


From Hanover we learn with great satisfaction that the ques- 
‘tion of the Stade Dues is all but settled, the convention being 
signed, and only requiring the ratification of the different 
States. The particulars of the arrangement are as follows :— 
The annual revenue arising from this toll is taken at the average 
of the last seven years, aud found to produce £30,000 per 
aunum, which sum, taken at 15} years’ purchase, will be 
capitalised, and thus amount to £465,000. This handsome 
sum,—the more handsome when one considers the illegality of 
the toll altogether, and the ingenious fiction by which Hanover 
has been clever enough to bamboozle diplomatists and dupe 
congresses by representing, as circumstances made it convenient, 
the Stade Dues to be a sca-toll, and at other times claiming 
them as a river duty, though she pays annually not one farthing 
for the lighthouses and other expenses which fall exclusively on 
Hamburg,—will be paid to Hanover, viz., one-third by England, 
one-third by Hamburg, and the remaining third to be divided 
amongst the other maritime States, in proportion to the average 
amount paid by each during the last seven years, as was the 
case with the Sound Dues when they were abolished two years 
ago. It is scarcely fair to make this little free State of Ham- 
burg bear so large a sum as one-third, or more than £150,000, 
for ships under the Hamburg flag, and cargoes belonging to 
Hamburg citizens have ever been, and are still, exempt from the 
payment of the toll ; but, on the other hand, it forms so great 
an obstacle to the general commerce of this city, that there is 
every reason to expect that the Burgerschaft will readily con- 
sent to the terms, however unjust and onerous, merely to get 
rid of them for ever and a day. 


Although we are fast approaching the close of the shipping 
season, and may expect in another month the setting in of the 
frost, our markets are, on the whole, very calm, the usual bustle 
and activity not being perceptible in any particular article. 
Pepper and other spices are firm and in fair demand, especially 
for shipment to the north of Europe, where the frost sets in even 
carlier than with us. During the past fortnight there has been 
considerable business done in East India sugars, amongst which 
are 10,000 bags of brown Manila at 174 and 18 marks banco 
per 100 lbs, 9,000 bags of brown China at 15 M.B., and 
about 1,000 bags of Java of different qualities, and_at prices 


ranging from 15 for brown to 21 and even 23 M.B. for good 
white. In drugs but little doing, though the market is well 
stocked, and offers a favourable selection for purchasers. The 
cargo of the Concurrent, just arrived from Batavia, consists of 
4,531 bags of rice, 1,348 bundles of rattans, and 104 chests of 
gum damar. 

Unpleasant rumours are afloat concerning the Prussian expe- 
dition to China and Japan. Thus much is, however, certain, 
that the departure of the Elbe, Captain-Lieut. Weruer, from 
Singapore for the Bay of Yedo, which was fixed for the 25th of 
August, had to be postponed on account of a malignant fever, 
as some say, whilst others talk of scurvy, small-pox, and other 
diseases, which had prostrated a large portion of the crew, and 
would greatly imperil the ship whilst so short-handed. Later 
accounts, however, state that the above-named vessel had sailed 
on the 3rd of September, and it was hoped that the fresh air 
of the sea would have a beneficial influence on the health of 
the crew, 





HOLLAND, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


AmsTERDAM, Oct. 23. 

It will be in the recollection of your readers that in the last 
session of the States-General the Government plan for the 
emancipation of the slaves in the Dutch colonies was thrown 
out by a large majority, and this was one of the reasons which 
led to the Ministerial crisis and partial reconstruction of the 
Cabinet. Nothing daunted by the discouragement experienced 
by their predecessors in the late session, the present Govern- 
ment have prepared a new Bill on this philanthropical subject, 
and laid it before the Second Chamber. The principal features 
of the measure are as follows :—Six months after the passing 
of the Act all slaves in the colonies belonging to the Netherlands 
are declared emancipated and free men. The slave owners to 
receive compensation as follows; 375fl. (about £31) for cach 
slave on sugar plantations, 260f1. on plantations of coffee, cot- 
ton, cocoa, and rice, 300fl. for slaves not employed on planta- 
tions; the emancipated slaves to be placed under the protec- 
tion of the State, and the Governors of colonics to be 
empowered to take needful measures for their social comfort 
and moral improvement. The expense of the measure is csti- 
mated at 12 millions of florins, besides 2 millions to be em- 
ployed in premiums for facilitating the importation of free 
labourers, for each of which the sum proposed to be offered is 
150 florins. 

H.N.M. screw steam-corvette Montrado, Captain-Lieutenant 
I. H. van Capellen, arrived on the 10th inst. at Helvoetsluys 
from the East India station, touching on her passage home at 
the Cape and St. Helena. The gallant commander, who is one 
of the King’s naval aides-de-camp, repaired the following day to 
the Hague, to pay his respects to the King, who received him at 
@ private audience. The Montrado left Bataviaon the 5th July, 
so that the intelligence she brings has been anticipated by the 
overland mail. Her period of service having expired, it is ex- 
pected that she will be paid off and undergo a thorough over- 
hauling, and when this is completed, placed in the steam 
reserve. 

Within the last few days a petition has been sent in to the 
King by the “ Association for Dutch Emigration to foreign 
parts,” uuder the presidency of a well-known philanthropical 
gentleman, Mr. J. Toussaint-Delincée, in which great stress is 
laid on the importance of directing the tide of emigration to 
Dutch possessions, and soliciting a grant of waste land for that 
purpose in the district of Djagu-Djaga, on the west coast of the 
Island of Sumatra, 

The King has nominated the following gentlemen connected 
with the East Indian service to be Knights of the Order of the 
Netherlands Lion: Messrs. G. C. Schonck, late resident of Ban- 
joemaas, retired from the service with a pension; C. van der 
Moore, resident of the Preanger Regencies ; Lieut. Colonel G. 
Suermondt, commanding the “Schutterg,” or local militia at 
Batavia ; and J. H. Walbeehm, late of the Warehouse Depart- 
ment at Riouw, retired from the service with a pension and the 
rank of Assistant-Resident. 

The steam corvette Retah, fitting out in dockyard basin for 
service in the East Indies, as mentioned in a former letter, is in 
such a state of forwardness that she has been taken out to make 
a trial trip, and test her machinery at sea. All accounts agree 
in stating the result as “highly encouraging and perfectly satis- 
factory.” If this is really the case, it would appear that the 
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demands and expectations of the Dutch Government for the 
speed and general capabilities of their war steamers are ex- 
ceedingly moderate, for the following is the result of the trial 
taken from the official report :—Under stcatn alone, at half- 
speed, 44 knots ; ditto, full speed, 7—74; ditto with wind and 
tide (thtee fore-and-aft sails sct), and half-steam speed, 8}; 
ditto, ditto, and full speed, 9 knots. Such a result would 
scarcely be termed “ perfectly satisfactory” in England. 

Fresh tenders for shipping to Java are invited by the Ne- 
therlands Trading Company. The vessels offered must be 
either such as have been chartered by the company subse- 
quently to the 15th January, 1858, or new ships launched 
before 31st December, 1859. Those tendered in this country 
must be ready to sail on or before the 10th November next, 
and those now ou the passage out, if accepted, must be placed 
at the disposal of the factory at Batavia by the 10th March, 
1861. The company further advertises for offers to carry 
500,000 Dutch pounds of blacksmiths’ coal, 100,000 Ibs. of 
coke, and seven tons of iron rails from Newcastle to Sourabaya 
Fifty working days allowed for loading and discharging. Freight 
payable when the ship sails.

, UNITED STATES. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


New York, Oct. 9—12. 

Our daily papers announce that the brig Orbit had returned to 
Vancouver's Island, from Hakodadi, without a cargo, as the 
Japanese would not observe the treaty. The French minis- 
ter at Yedo had resigned, as his representations were all 
unattended to in respect to the treaty. The Japanese had 
concluded a new treaty with Portugal. The Russian war- 
steamers have been very active, moving about with large bodies 
of troops on board. 

Accounts have becn received from the Island of St. Paul de 
Loando, on the coast of Africa, of the farrival of the frigate 
Niagara, with the Japanese Embassy on board, on the 7th 
August. After coaling, &., she would proceed to Mauritius 
on the 18th. The Japanese and all on board were well, but 
found the voyage very monotonous, 

Mr. W. S. Lindsay has delivered a speech at New York, and 
after noticing the want of system and unity of regulation for 
ships of both nations on the high seas, he thus alluded to the 
vext question of the American coasting trade :-— 

“ England in 1850 opened ber ports, and in 1854 all her coasting trade to 
Americen ships. One princ'ple of these statesmen was reciprocity. While they 
opened the coasting trade and thetrade to all theircolonies, America prohibited 

ingland from her coasting trade, and also called the trade between California 
and New York a coasting trade. He thought this rather stretching the 
coasting trade. England might as well call the trade to Calcutta a coasting 
trade. Many British merchants felt this very keenly. Suppose an order 
was issued by England against all ships of non-reciprocating nations. There 
was such an order already passed, which might any day be put in force. 
He wanted that Americans should aid him in getting some reciprocation in 
our coasting trade. Certainly, America with her beautiful ships, need fear 
no amount of competition. This would greatly increase trade, and he 
thought America should at least make concessions in the coasting trade. 
England also has concessions to make. America makes no charges for the 
lights on her shores; England charges American ships for the lights 
on her coast, and also passing tolls; also, what are called local charges, 
and pilotage under her compulsory law, whether the ships take a pilot or not, 
American ships pay something like a million dollars for these four charges 
annually, He believed if America would make concessions in her coasting 
trade England would strike away these charges.” 


MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. 

Since our last there has been no great change noticed in East India goods. 
Teas have been quiet this week, and without change in prices of moment. 
A public sale was held on the 8rd inst., which was well attended. The 
greens were all so'd, while some of the blacks were withdrawn. At private 





sale 1,400 half chests green 1,600 do., do., and 800 do. Oolong, were 
we ro of at previous prices. 

uxxy CLorH continues to rule dull; 500 to 600 bales have been sold 
(standard) in Boston, at 12c., 6 months. 

Ixp1co.—The stock of Manila has been reduced. The sales and resales 
of Manila since our last have reached 75 cases at 80c., and some 5U ditto at 
75c. to T7 hc. to 80c. in lots. Stock 1,443 cases, aga‘nst 1,791 last year. 

Hemp was in moderate demand, with sales of 400 bales of jute, in store, 
at P.N.I., 250 ditto afloat before arrival, at $90,6 months. At Boston, 400 
bales Manila eold at about 6c., 6-months. 

Sricxs.—The sales have embraced 4,000 Ibs, Number 1, nutmegs, in 
cask, at 40c.; 175 bags pepper, at 8j4c.; 800 mats cassia, at 22c.; some 
700 bags pimento, at 6}c.; and some cloves, at 8c.; and 500 mats cassia, 
by auction, at 22c., 6 months, and to-day 10,000 mats of cassia were suld on 
private terms.

Mr. canta on Curmma.—A pamph'et has been issued by Mesars. Smith, 
Elder and Co., on China, written by Mr. John Scarth. We must reserve a 
Notice of it until our next. The Globe of 25th ult. contains a letter from 
Mr. Scarth from which we extract the following :—“ In the Globe of the 18th 
instant I notice that you refer to my pamphlet, ‘Is our War with the Tar- 
tars or the Chinese 2?’ and make the following quotation from it, omitting the 
words which I now underline. “ If our unwilling acts result, through the 
present war, in driving the Imperial power from ‘Tientsin and Peking, and 
we still shun the chiefs of the revolutiim, we are merely extending the disas- 
trous anarchy which at present exists in so many parts of the empire.’ As 
the whole tenor of the pamphlet served to show that it is on account of our 
avoiding and rejecting all intercourse with the leaders of the rebellion we 
have now so many difficulties to contend with, and that by entering into 
friendly communication with them order might take the plac* of anarchy, 
you will observe that you made a most important omission, especially as you 
change my meaning, and make me condemn a result like!y to arise from the 
present war, when such a result as the overthrow of the Tartar dynasty 
would, in my opinion, be of benefit to ourselves, and a blessing to China, if 
at the same time we did not oppose the attempts of the Chinese to form a new 
Government.” 


Mr. Morratr on Coixa.—In a epeech at Honiton this gentleman said : 
— Nor do I forget that we have at this time a war on hand, a very costly 
war, for which the nation have been already taxed to the extent ot nearly 
four millions sterling. In this unfortunate war with China, I have never 
been able to discover any satisfactory reason why we have ben embarrassed 
and involved in the co-operation of the French ; that nation had practically 
no commerce with China ; they had no high plenipotentiary in the country 
to be insulted by Commissioner Yeh—and surely we were sufficiently 
powerful to redress our own wrongs as against the Chinese—without this 
entangling and most inconvenient aid from France. I have no fear for the 
isolation of England, s0 long as she is true to herself.”

Major Bunbury, in command of the Army Hoszital Corps at Chatham 
garrison, has received orders to hold in readiness detachments for the Cape 
of Good Hope and China. 

The field-day in honour of the visit of bis Imperial Highness the Grand 
Duke Michael of Ru:sia, on Woolwich Commo: took place yesterday, as 
previously announced. His Imperial Highness, attended by his personal 
8 a, consisting of Messrs. Le Comte Levachoff, Le Comte Zouboff, Le Baron 
Wallen, and Le Capstaine Novitsy, entered the garrison precise y at 10 a.x., 
under a salute of twenty-oue guns, fired from the Greenhill Battery. The 
Royal Standard of Eng'and was hoisted on the Royal Artillery flag-staff, 
and a guard of honour, under the command of Captain Field, was drawn up 
in front of the eutrance to the mess-quarters, where the Grand Duke alighted 
from his carriage. Tis Impe ial Highness, contrary to expectation, was 
accompanied to Woolwich by his Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, 
attended by one of his Aides-de-Camp, Colonel Tyrwhitt; Lieutenant- 
general the Ri,ht Hon, Sir James York Scarlett, K.C.B., Adjutant-general 
to the Forces; Captain Yinge, Deputy-Assistant Adjutant-General ; General 
Sir Richard Airey, K.C.B., Quartermaster-general, &c. 

On the subject of the steam rams and batteries The Times 
says :— 

“So impressed are we with the importance of the new naval question 
that we cannot forbear from keeping it before the public eye while the sub- 
ject is fresh, and the opportunities ase all our own, It is of the utmest conse- 
quence that our position in this matter should be correctly apprehended, and 
that we should preserve ourselves on one side from the dangers of negli- 
gence, and on the other from the mischiefs of precipitation ad alarm. Jron- 
caved ships mnat for the future, or at least until some new phase of marine 
architecture has been developed, enter into the composition of the British 
navy; but all our ships need not be cased in iron, nor is it quite certain 
what form the new discovery will ultimately take. We shall best elucidate 
the question by describing the progress of the invention its: If. It is at 
least twenty years ago that the sugyestion of sheathing ships of war in iron 
armour was first mad», but the idea never received any practical expression till 
the Russian war, when floating batteries thus protected were em; loyed by the 
allies against the works of the Russians at Kinbuin. ‘This experiment, in 
the opinion of many officers of gocd authority, should have been regarded as 





decisive, for it was shown beyond all doubt that the iron-plating of the ; 


batte:ies could resist and rep:l the rhot from the Russian guns. Whether 
the vessels would have proved ete:nally or absolutely invulnerable may be 
anot!er question, butas a matter of fact it was established by the best of 
proofs that ships might be protected ev.n against heavy artillery, and at 
tolerably close quarters, by covering their sides with iron, Now, what the 
Emperor of the Irench has done is to turn this discovery to the best advan- 
tage. He sav in what respects the floating batteries were successful, and in 
what they were defective. They were succe-sful in the main point of the 
theory—-that is to say, they resisted hostile shot; but they were ao cum- 
brous, so unwieldy, and so inconvenient in many respects, that the invention 
seemed hardly applicable to the general purposes of maritime war. Napo- 
teon IJI., however, aw further into the matter. The French authorities 
were set to work, and the result, after two or three years of experimental 
efforts, is the production of the ves-el of which so much has been anid. The 
Gloi:e is a floating battery mobilized, There is the whole truth of the 
matter. The French architects, always among the best in the world, have 
contrived to eliminate one by one the f ults of the original essay, until in the 
end they completed a model combining the solidity of a floating battery with 
the form and speed of a frigate. As soon as ihis was accomplished the 
Emperor saw his way. Orders were given for placing ten of the new vessels 
on the stecks, aud the construction of line-of-battle ships on the old models 
was discontinued from that time forward. Thatis the whole story, and we 
must necds admit that it is greatly to the credit of the auihorities across the 
Uhannel. We now know that the plates of the Gloire are in no degree 
superior to those which have been uatufactured in this country, and we 
have been a’so apprised that the expcriments conducted in France gave 
exactly the sime results as were derived fom our own. The only ditf-rence 
was in the conclusions, and here the French left us behiud them. They 
saw, a3 well as we did, that under certain conditions a ship's armour could 
be perforated by cannon shot ; but they siw also that, under conditions far 
more likely to occur, the shot would be repelled by the armour, and they 
seized the advantage without hesitation, although it was not shown to be 
quite absolute.” 

A nuniber of the most intelligent of the Sappers and Miners of the Royal 
Ingineera have been se'ected from among the companics at head-quarters, 
oo to proceed to Australia, for employment at the Royal Mint at 

ydney. 

The completion of the Warrior is being pushed forward with as much ac- 
tivity as possible, and it is expected to be realy for launching in the month 
of December. The engines are to be of 1,250 horse-power, and their weight 
with boilers 950 tons. Her stowage for coal will be about 1,090 tons, and 
her total weight including armament and stores will be upwards of 9,000 
tons. The speed expected is 14 knots, and there nppears no reason to sup- 
pose that this rate may not be attained. The lines of the Warrior are re- 
mar'.ably fine and c'can, and seem in every way suited for a fast ship. Her 
dimensions are 420 feet, over all, 380 feet between the perpendiculars, ex- 
treme breadth, 58 feet; extreme depth, 42 fe.t; tonnage, 6,100. She will 
be rigged as an 80-gun ship. ‘The original intention of building the Warrior 
asa ‘‘rim” to run down other ships, and of dis,uising her real character by 
some artistic Fgure-head and false bows, has bien alandoned. 
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The Arny and Navy Gazette ways :—* We are informed that at a Cabi 
Council held a few days since at St. Cloud, at which the Emperor daar 
it was resolved that important works should be immed iately commenced, te 
strengthen the fortifications of Cherbourg and Algiers, and likewise that @ 
number of steel-cased frigates should be ‘constructed on the model of Le 
Gloire. Admiral Hamelin, Vice-Admiral Bouet-Willaumez, and Rear-Ad- 
miral Dupony spoke in favour of these measures. There ia a report current 
in naval circles in this country that La Gloire hes proved @ failure, and that 
during her late experimental trip to Algiers she was very nearly foundering. 
The decision at which the government of Louis Napoleon has arrived does 
not, however, support the statement.” 

Vice-Admiral Sir Houston Stewart, K.C.B., the New Commander-in- 
Chief at Devonport, arrived there en the 15th inst. 

Lieut.-General Sir James Outram is so far restored to health that he is 
able to lave Brighton for the moment on a visit to his friends, 

Considerable activity now prevails at the storekeeper's department of the 
Royal Arsenal, in the preparation for shipment of elongated shot for rifled 
ordnance, shrapnel, and other shells, Minie rifle balls, and other war stores, 
for China, New Zealand, Gibraltar, and various foreign stations. 

While at Corfu the Himalaya was ordered to proceed to Zante to take in 
1,200 shells for conveyance to England. These shells bad but recently ar- 
rived from England, ard to England they were ordered to be conveyed, 
there being no guns at Zante suitable for them. The guns were on their 
way from England to Zante, but of this fact it is presumed the authorities 
knew nothing. The 1,200 shells were placed on board the Hinalaya, and 
by her conveyed to Malta, where Captain Seccombe brought the matter under 
the notice of the admiral and the governor, and the shells were landed by 
their order to be again sent to Zante the first opportunity. 

The Duke of Wellington, 181, screw, made her annual trial of machinery 
at Portsmouth, as one of the steam reserve. The ship steamed out as far 
as Sandown Bay. Every part of the machinery worked beautifully. 

The launch of the Ro-arto, of 11 guns, took place at the dockyard, Dept- 
ford. Miss Ward, daughter of Capt. Ward, christened ‘the vessel. The 
vessel glided into the Thames with the greatest possible ease. The follow- 
ing were present :—Mr. Fincham, the master shipwright of the dockyard; 
Capt. ‘I hurburn, Capt. Pierce, the master anperintendent of the dockyard ; 
Capt. Buckle, superintendent of the dock and victualling yard. The above 
gentlemen presented a bun each to the 1,400 children of the Deptford 
National School, who were drawn up on each side of the ship. The length 
of the vessel between perpendiculars is 106 feet; extreme breadth, 30 feet 
4 inches ; ditto, from moulding, 29 feet 6 inches ; depth in ho'd, 15 feet 6 
inches ; burden in tons, 668 76-94. The following is the armament of the 
ship:—Ten 32-pounders of 30 cwt. and 6 feet in length, and one 30- 
pounder pivot gun, 58 cwt., 9 feet 6 inches in length. 

His Royal Highness the General Commanding-in-Chief having directed 
that in future lieutenants of the Royal Artillery shall, before being promoted 
to the rank of captain. uidergo an examination as to their qualifications in the 
same manner as laid down in the © Queen's Regulations and Orders for the 
Army,” p. 71, paragraph 30, the same is notified for general information and 
guidance. The subjects on which the officers will be examined, in addition 
to those enumerated in the regulations referred to, will be chiefly of a pro- 
fessional nature, and a programme is in the course of preparation which will 
be published when complete. The examination will commence on the 12th 
of April, 1861, with the then thirty senior licutenants, and will continue 
from time to time with every officer as he becomes the 30th from the top of 
the list of lieutenants. 

Commander Hawker, R.N., acting in the absence of Commodore the Hon, 
J. BR. Drummond, C.B., at Woolwich, received information, on the 17th inst., 
of the successful issue of the course of trials on board the flagship Royal 
Albert, Vice-Admiral Sir Charles Fremantle, and other ships of the fleet, 
with Mr, W. H. Ward's “ocean marine telegr:ph.” During the twenty- 
two days’ cruise of the fleet, the ocean telegraph was repeatedly tested from 
ship to ship in thick and calm weather, and messages were transmitted under 
the superintendence of the Admiral, which were readily replied to over an 
ocean range as far as the ships’ lights were visible. The invention is stated 
to have met with the entire approbation of the Admiral, a report to that effect 
having been forwarded to the Admiralty. 

A vessel of immense proporti-ns in the course of building upon Messrs. 
Palmer Brothers’ extensive works at Jarrow is attracting a great deal of 
attention, The vessel is the iron-plated ram frigate Defiance, bi.ilding under 
contract for our Government. She is intended to carry 36 heavy Armstrong 
guns. Her iron casing will be 44 inches thick on the outside. Next that 
will be 20 inches of timber, and inside of that the iron framing of the ship. 

Another valuable addition to our fleet has been made by the launch of 
the Newcast’e, 51 guns, from Deptford dockyard. The weather was, unfor- 
tunately, very unfavourable, notwithstanding which there was a large 
assemblage of the residents of the surrunding neighbourhood. At twenty 
minutes after two the signal was given that all was ready, the pondcrous 
blows of the shipwrights’ hammers were heard, and Mr. Buckle having 
dashed a bottle of wine against the bows of the vessel,and named her the 
Newcastle, hydraulic power was used, and in another instant the vessel 
glided into the river amid the deafening acclamations of those present. ‘The 
Neweast'e has been about two years building, and is a sister vessel to the 
Forte, launched from the same yard a few months since. 

We much regret to have to announce that Admiral Sir Char'es Napier, 
K.C.B., was, on the 29th inst., at his resideuce, Murchistoun-hall, Hants, 
seized with a sudden and severe attack of illness, which has caused serious 
anxiety to his friends.

THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 
© Taree facts stand prominently forward in the accounts 
which have rcached us of the military operations in China. 
First, the British Expedition appears to have been despatched 
ina creditable manper, and to be suitably provided. Secondly, 
the French are scarcely entitled to make the same boast, and 
thirdly, the Chinese are not so contemptible an enemy as it 
has been the fashion to depict them. On the first of these 
facts we may observe that it is matter for congratulation that 
the lesson taught us with such severity in the Crimea has not 
proved an unprofitable one. All accounts agree that this time 
there is no lack of necessaries for our soldiers and sailors—that 
they are ncither ill-clad nor half famished, that their shoes are 
not rotten, and that their powder is not damp—that their mili- 
tary chief is a man of undaunted courage, and, as we believe, 
of very considerable ability ; that, in short, our authorities ap- 
pear on this occasion to have done all in their power to ensure 
success, and we are giving no approval toa war which, from its 
commencement we have denounced as iniquitous in saying 
that (of this we are heartily glad. Without referring to the 
desire, which, in common with all Englishmen, we feel to complete 





the restoration of that military prestige which our recent successes 
in India have done something to re-establish, we believe that 
being engaged in this war, there is no alternative but to bring it 
to a speedy and successful issue, and we shall be more likely to 
attain this result by keeping steadily in view our own efficiency, 
than by counting on the weakness of the enemy. 

It is not perhaps expedient at present to dwell on the second 
fact to which we have adverted—the condition of our gallant 
allies. That the joint expedition is altogether a mistake is now 
very widely acknowledged, and we by no means dissent from the 
general opinion. In confirmation of this opinion, however, we 
have just received the statement of the difference in the plans 
of attack between the English and French Generals, Sir Hope 
Grant, we are told, thought an attack upon the Northern Fort 
immediately before him practicable, and that its possession 
would ensure that of the others. General Moutauban doubted 
this, but eventually agreed to send his forces to the attack, pro- 
testing, however, against sharing the responsibility of the plan 
of operation. To Sir Hope Grant’s steady adherence to his 
own view we may attribute the success of the attack. We 
pass on, however, to the third fact we have referred to—that 
the Chinese are not so despicable an enemy as we have been 
in the habit of representing them. ‘The letter of our special 
correspondent at the seat of war in the last issue of The London 
and China Telegraph informed us of the safe landing of the 
troops, their occupation of three forts at Pehtang and of a skirmish 
with the Tartar cavalry, in which about fourteen of our men were 
wounded. This skirmish was not so unimportant as it has 
been deemed. An eye-witness, and a most competent judge, 
writes that “The general impression is that it would have been 
“better had it not taken place, and that “The French ha& 
their flank nearly turned by the Tartar Horse on the occasion 
alluded to.” We do not now refer to these statements for the 
mere purpose of pointing out how fully succeeding events have 
corroborated the views of our able correspondent, but because 
we are anxious that the relative positions of the Chinese and 
ourselves should be clearly understood ; and because, more- 
over, we feel considerable doubt whether the policy which is 
now being pursued is the safest and the best. We cannot read 
of “ five hours hard fighting,” and of “ 400 of the allies being 
killed and wounded,” without feeling assured that the enemy is 
learning how to fight. We are disposed to think that, although 
we are, as doubtless we expected to be, the victors, the Chinese 
have nevertheless fought better than in our experience they 
have ever fought before. But what is the result? As our 
contemporary The Times has remarked'in a leading article, 
which does not, we suspect, reflect the policy of their 
“ special correspondent,”—‘“ we are as we were.” The Taku 
forts are taken, and the ambassadors are at Tien-tsin. We 
shall not refer in this place to the particulars of their campaign, 
but we know from the Parliamentary Return just issued, that 
that this “victory” has cost us nine and a-half millions in 
treasure,"and, as we learn with regret from the accounts just 
received, a very considerable sacrifice of life. We are all deeply 
concerned that this expenditure of treasure and of blood may 
not prove altogether profitless, but that it will secure for us 
the benefits of extended commercial intercourse and the esta~ 
blishment of a sure and lasting peace. 

All accounts seem to agree that there will be no more fight- 
ing—we wish we could believe that, because the war may be 
said to be over, peace is therefore re-established. But the 
question which naturally suggests itself is—Have the ambas- 
sadors pursued, under the circumstances, the wisest course ? 
We learn that they were “to start shortly for Peking, 
“ with a cavalry escort ;” and, moreover, that “ the Chinese 
“Government had promised them an honourable reception.” 
We doubt not that they will have an “ honourable 
“reception,” but we await the result with no little anxiety. 
Taking the facts as they at present appear, we confess that we 
think a more formidable demonstration at Peking than this 
cavalry escort, would make a new treaty more effectual and a 
new peace more permanent. We shall be glad to find our 
opinion an erroneous one: we shall be glad indeed to learn 
that our diplomatists are able to finish the work which our 
soldiers and sailors have so well begun: but certainly, the 
immediate termination of this dispute is not desirablo without 
some guarantee of a longer interval of peace than the last. 

We cannot conclude these remarks without calling especial 
attention to the unheard-of bravery of the Chinese troops, and 
the exposure of our men to the fire of forts which should have 
been silenced before the scaling orders were given.

RISING OF THE DUTCH TROOPS—MILITARY REBEL- 


LION IN JAVA—DUTCH COLONIAL POLICY. 


Ir is now no longer a secret that the short-sighted policy 
adopted by the Government of the Netherlands im engaging the 
scum of other countries for military service in the East India 
Colonies has not failed to produce most bitter fruits, It will 
be in the recollection of our readers, that when the different 
foreign legions were disbanded, at the close of the war last year, 
numerous recruiting parties were sent out from Holland in all 
directions, who succeeded with very little trouble in enlisting 
between three and four thousand of these literally foreign mer- 
A conspiracy 
to seize the frigate doing duty as guard-ship at Batavia, and seve- 
ral attempts at open mutiny perpetrated on board ship whilst 
on the passage out (which it has been the unfortunate duty of 
our correspondent at Amsterdam to mention in his letters, 
from time to time), did not fail to open the eyes of the 
Government to the egregious mistake they had made, and the 
penny-wise-and-pound-foolishness of the system, as it proved at 
once the danger of committing the safety of such extensive and 
valuable colonies as those of the Dutch in the East Indies to a 
set of rabble, who are, in point of fact, not nearly so far to be 
It is 
true that an alteration of the system has already been partly 
affected, and in some of our correspondent’s latest letters we 
have recorded the fact that the recruits received at the East

‘ trusted as the native colonial troops raised on the spot. 


India Military Depot at Harderwyk had been drafted, for pro- 
visional service, into different home regiments stationed at the 


Helder and elsewhere, to learn their duty and become 


acquainted with discipline and the rules of the service, as well 


as to keep them under close surveillance before shipping them 


off to their ultimate destination, and to give the officers an 


opportunity to watch their conduct and gain an insight into 


their characters, severally and individually. 


We regret to state, that from accounts we have received from 


the most unimpeachable sources, there is every reason to be- 


lieve that the late mutinous revolt of the Swiss troops at Sama- 


rang was of a far more alarming and formidable nature than 
was at first anticipated, from the tenor of the short announce- 
ment reccived by last mail. It appears that the mutiveers, 


who had selected the so-called Wurtemberg Barracks as their 


headquarters, and the centre of the conspiracy, defended 


themselves there successfully from nine o’clock in the evening 


of the 17th August till 3 o’clock on the following morning, 
attempting repeatedly to break through the cordon of troops, 
consisting of native soldiers (Amboynese) and the Schuttery, or 
burgher guard, that were posted round the barracks. It was 
Only after a long and bloody engagement, in which nine of the 
mutincers were killed and fourteen severely wounded, that the 
Government forces, after bringing up their artillery and scatter- 
ing a plentiful distribution of grape and canister, were enabled 
to obtain the mastery and suppress the further extension of the 
rebellion. 

Asa matter of course and as a necessary precaution, the Indian 
Government immediately suspended the ordinary civil laws and 
proclaimed the introduction of martial law; a drum-head court- 
martial was appointed, thirty-five of the ringleaders were found 


guilty and hanged within an hour of receiving their sentence of 


death. Most providentially, the authorities became acquainted, 
in time to neutratlise the result, with the intentions of the 
mutineers; by means of intercepted letters, which led to the 
discovery of a widely-spread conspiracy, which was to have 
broken out simultaneously at Djocjokarta, Ambavawa, and 
Sourabaya. In the latter city the preconcerted signal for the 
outbreak was the explosion of the powder magazine. 

We are enabled to lay before our readers the following trans- 
lation of a private letter from a Dutch official of rank, which 
contains further particulars of this mutiny :— 

“ You are aware that the majority of the foreign troops lately arrived in 
this island from home were the Swiss who were formerly in the Papal ser- 
vice and disbanded after the affair of Perugia last year, as well as some of 
those wh» had been in the pay of the King of Naples. Although it is not 
known what grounds they had for being discontented with their position, 
Certain it is that a widely extended conspiracy was formed, with ramifica- 
tions even to some of the native chieftains, It was settled that the out- 
break should take place at the same day (18th August) at Samarang, 
Ambavawa, Sourabaya, and Djocjokarta, whilst the natives should 
suddenly attack the Dutch at Amont Bay. It appears that a 
Swiss soldier, who there is reason to believe was at the head of the 
conspiracy, sent a tele to another Swiss soldier at Ambavawa, 
containing the words ‘at twelve o'clock.’ The telegraph official who 
Feceived it, being struck with the singularity of such a communica- 
tion from one private soldier to another, very naturally became suspi- 
cious, and, inttend of forwarding it to its destination, sent it to the military 
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_ommandant, who quietly took steps to ascertain the meaning, and obtained 
Information from Sergeant Heenan of such a startling nature that he imme- 
diately had the barracks surrounded by his troops, and sent off three regi- 
ments to Ambavawa, At g the mutineers were soon overpowered, 
with the loss of many killed and wounded; but at Ambavawa shots was 
mere serious fighting, the Swiss having barricaded their barracks, where they 
defended themselves till all their ammunition was expended, by which man 
innocent people who were passing by at the time were unfortunately kill 
Most of the Duteh inhabitants took their hasty departure with their wives 
and families and what valuables they could save in the hurry of the moment. 
When the mutineers had no more ammunition left they were obliged to 
surrender, and were allowed to come out two at a time under due military 
precautions, it being intimated to them that should more than two come out 
at one time they would be fired upon, which in several instances was actually 
done. Military law is proclaimed in all the garrisons; a court-martial sum- 
moned on the spot sentenced thirty-five unfortunates to death, and they 
were immediately hung up on the surrounding trees in the presence of their 
late accomplices. Measures are now being actively taken by the authorities 
to ascertain to what an extent the conspiracy had been carried to the natives, 
and what chieftains were compromised.” 


REBELLION IN CHINA. 
(Continued from our last.) 


Mr. Heyry MarsHatt, the United States Commissioner, &c., 
to China, arrived in Hong Kong on the 16th January, 1853, 
charged with a letter from the President to the Emperor of 
China, of which he duly informed the Chinese Commissioner 
Pih, and requested at the same time that the latter would, at an 
early date, name a suitable and proper place for a personal in- 
terview. To this the Chinese Commissioners Yeh and Pih on 
the 3rd February replied, congratulating Mr. Marshall on his 
appointment ; the more so as they had heard that the honour- 
able gentleman was mild and even-tempered, just and upright. 
But, although desirous of a mutual interview, the Commission- 
ers of the Tah-sing empire are, on account of other engage- 
ments and pressure of business, prevented from naming a fe- 
licitous day for a pleasant interview ; at which Mr. Marshall felt 
great mortification, and determined not to lower his pride as 
an American, he resolved to proceed to Nanking to deliver his 
letter, which, however, he was prevented from doing immediately 
on account of “certain circumstances,” which, in short, was 
the refusal of a vessel by the United States Commodore, who 
reserved, as also did his successor, for himself the right to 
judge if it would be for the public interest to comply with his 
Excellency’s demand for a national vessel to convey him—a 
proceeding which happens also between other naval and civil 
authorities, and may result in the former assuming the functions 
of the latter, and concluding treaties or conventions which aro 
worse than useless. 

His Excellency Mr. Marshall, however, obtained at last the 
services of a vessel, and arrived at Shanghai in the United. 
States steamer Susguchanna, on the 27th March, 1853, where 
he found the trade completely paralysed on account of the 
proximity of the rebels. He resolves to be guided by circum- 
stances, and says,—“ I now entertain a sanguine hope that, by 
“ judicious action, I shall succeed in procuring the consent of the 
“ Emperor to receive me at Peking.” 

In his Despatch No. 13 (No. 12 has been lost with the 
steamer Lauriston, and its contents are not known, except so 
far as alluded to in this and subsequent despatches), the gallant 
Commissioner reports the proceedings of the Hermes up the 
Yang-tse-kiang an accomplishment which as he essayed in vain 
to perform with the steamer Susquehanna. He says:—*We 
“were, however, not prepared to learn that Sir George Bonham 
“had pursued the course I (Mr. Marshall) advised in a conver- 
“sation with him, which is detailed in my last despatch (No. 12), 
* though then he seemed to avoid it.” 

In his Despatch No. 16 he forwards translations and notes 
of pamphicts and other papers issucd by the rebels, and re- 
marks thereon. The translations are worth perusal, and would 
be curious as republications, I send also a synopsis by the 
Rev. M. C. Culbertson, who supplies Dr. Parker’s place during his 
absence. 

«Very enthusiastic missionaries behold, in the doctrines avowed by the 
rebels, persuasive evidence that the moral bread which was cast upon these 
waters in bygone time is now returning after many days. They hail 
these declarations of religious belief as the aurora of a more enlightened civi- 
lization in China, and they believe that these papers afford convincing proof 
of the diffusion of a correct knowledge of the benign prec~pts of Christ anity. 
The rebels avow their belief in one God who rales the universe ; they accept, 
it appears, the statements of Genesis on the creation, but not more than 
Mahomet do they accept the Christian plan of salvation, They propitiate 
the Deity by sacrifices and by offerings in the temples; they permit poly- 
gamy ; they are fanatical when their new religion is in question ; the Chris- 
tian sabbath is their day of rest; their king asserts his adoption by Deity, 
and proclaims by “ authority” the mandates of Heaven; he adopts the plan 
of Mahomet to inspire his followers with courage, and according to report, 
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with equal success, Their temporal-code dees not reflect any credit upon th® 
discrimination of the new rulers, for it denounces death as the penalty 
equally for looking upon the empress er princess and for extting the throat 
ofa neighbour! I incline very much te believe that a cold and crafty agi- 
tator has revamped the matter contained in the religious tracts which, from 
time to time, the missionaries have published in China, and, without any 
exact idea of the nature of the new doctrme, has drawn around his standerd 
of revolt the discontented spirits as well as the desperate of the provinces 
through which it has pateed. The commentaries upon the commandments, 
for instance, must strike you as exceedingly abs:rd. How “ opium amoking”’ 
can be considered a b of the 7th commandment, passes comprehension. 
Could the rebels enforce the construction, they might well be hailed as the 
saviours of China, and would be entitled to the thanks of the United States, 
whose commerce with China is taxed in the prices of teas and silks to pay 
India for the poisonous drugs. 

*T confess that I cannot anticipate any very salntary change from the euc- 
cess of these rebels, for the form and etiquette and spirit of exclusiveness 
which characterise the existing government seem to be retained, with a few 
unessent al modifications. It may, however, be safely ca’culated that tis is 
but the ivz.ia/ive of a revolution which, after successive efforts, will effect a 
great change in the condition of China, and will sweep away the ridiculous 
forms as well as the hoary vices of the despotism which for ceuturics has 
weighed China below her proper level in the family of nations. 

“© Whether it shall prove to be for good or for evil, the rebellion must thus 
far.be regarded as a successful effort against the existing Government, How 
the dynasty will hold power remains to be seen ; for, by the latest advices 
from the province of Kwang-si, a xe rebellion against the government has 
appeared in great force, at the head.of which movement are idolaters who 
condemn the religious fanaticiem of the sect which possesses Nankin. The 
imperial government is almost powerless; its energies were soon exhaus‘ed ; 
indeed, it possesses none of the elements of national strength, or if it had 
any, there was a gross deficiency of knowledge how to use them.” 


In a subsequent despatch, No. 17, of 30th May, he says :— 

“ The revolution promises a more rapid development than I anticipated in 
wy last despatch. Scarcely is one phase perceived clearly before it is iost 
again in the movement which is hurrying China to a complete social and 
political diaorganisation, I shall not be surprised to beho!d on this theatre 
witbin a twelvemonth a re-enactment of the worst scenes of the French revo- 
lution, or of those which characterised the dissolution of the Roman empire. 
Already one of the five open ports has fallen into the hands of the rebels. 
Amoy was taken on the 19th instant, and now is in possession and control 
of the insurgent chief who entered it ; but it seems he is independent of the 
chief at Nankin, and disclaims all connection with him. The vice-consul at 
Hong Kong informs me that ‘ differences of opinion as to the form of Govern- 
ment to be established existed among those of the society who had charge of 
the funds intended for its expens-s, and this uncertainty had resulted in the 
defection of some of the chicfs with their immediate commands, who had 
withdrawn from the body to the number of fifteen hundred men,’ 

At Changchow, after taking the place, the rebels quarrelled with the in- 
habitants, and, before peace was restored, some eighteen hundred rebels were 
killed. 7 

“ At Tangwa, the inhabitants, after turning out the Mandarins, refused to 
admit the rebels, and proposed making it an independent town. 

“ These extracts from my private correspondence will prove to you the condi- 
tion of the south. Ina word—in my epinion, the fact ie, t‘ at this ancient 
empire now disintegrates, and that the political edifice will fall from the 
absolute want of all the elements of strength, leaving this people a prey to 
every species of social disorder before quiet and good government can be re- 
stored. Inall human probability, the Manchoo rulers will not again attempt, 
after this summer, to pass the Yellow River. The valley of the Yangtsze 
Kiang, the Min, and the Hoangho, may fall to the Government at Nankin ; 
while the southern and western parts of the empire may pass into other 
hands, in the subdivision of the lands and population that now constitute 
the Ta Tsing empire. These are matters, however, for speculation ; my 
immediate purpose is to present to your consideration the facts existing, and 
without embellishment, 

“ Permit me to call the attention of the President to facts which are 
transpiring here, and upon which I should be glad to receive some 
general instructions to guide my course. American citizens in China have 
been induced, by promise of high pay, to assume commands in the Chinese 
nayal and military services, and are now engaged against the rebels, These 
are very much irritated at the appearance of ‘ foreigners ' in league with the 
Manchoos, and have offered a reward of $2,000 for the head of a foreigner 
taken in the service of the reigning Emperor. Moreover, they cannot dis- 
tinguish between foreizners, but regard all western people as forming a 
single class of ‘ barbarians.’ Hence the enmity excited by the acts of a 
few operates against all, and jeopards the lives and property of all. The 
American citizen who joins the rebel army would find death denounced as 
the penalty for his crime by the treaty. He places himself beyond the pro- 
tection of his own country, voluntarily, when he enters the service of the 
Emperor to fight against the rebels. But shall he be permitted thus to throw 
off and resume his citizenship at pleasure, when the changes he makes to so 
great a degree involve the security of others? Again: it is the practice to 
acknowledge a government de uct», but shall the rebels in Amoy collect 
duties from American imports, while the government keeps in that port, and 
in all the open p«rts of the empire, consuls and a commi:sioner accredited to 
the reigning Emperor? The President will perceive that I may be called 
on at any time to decide between these parties on a question of duties. 
Should a detachment cceupy the Cu-tom-house in Shanghai, and demand the 
payment of duties to them, forcibly expelling the Custom-house officer, but 
not disturbing the governor of the province, or any of the provincial authori- 
ties who are engaged in the administration of the laws generally: should 
such an occupancy and such a demand be regarded as sufficient to authorise 
the pay ment of the duties to the rebels? It seems to me such a recognition 
of their right would be an indignity to the Emperor ; yet the failure t» pay 
might involve our commerce in disaster, and open difficult issues with the 
rebels. I throw out these suggestions to invite a general line of instructions 
from the department, so that I may regulate my course of action by the 
wishes of the President. While I am honoured with this mission it shall be 
my study 0 carry out the views of the department, and, in the absence of 


instructions, to act according to the knowledge I possess, with an eye directed 
singly to the honour and good of my country. 

“T enclose herewith extracts from a correspondence to which access has 
been kindly given, that you may have a more distinct view of the affair at 
Amoy than you will obtain. probably, from any other source. 

“Should China separate into different kingdoms or free cities, the United 
States will be directly called upon to take position in regard to them. 
Now, I venture to suggest that a large margin shall be left to the Com- 
missioner to act in that matter promptly, 80 as so secure commercial advan- 
tages. 

“It may well be that the new government at Nankin, upon the with- 
drawal of the imperialist army from its present position, in order to add 
security to the throne, and to impress the people of China with the consist- 
ency, order, and solidity the new dynasty has already acquired, may be 
solicitoua to form treaties of amity and commerce with western powers ; to 
invite foreign ministers to resile near his court ; to proclaim relizious tolera- 
ration within his realm, and certain securities to personal rights; to open 
additional ports of entry, and to throw open the navigation of the Yangtsze 
Kiang. These points he may well agree to yield for the acknowledgment 
of his throne by western powers, since the moral influencé such an act on 
their part would exert over the Chinese mind would effectually prevent far- 
ther efforts by the Manchoos to regain the southern country, and might 
arrest along career of misrule, anarchy, and the spilling of blood. 

“ There is another consideration which may well be suggested in this 
connection, ‘The British miniater has bern to Nankin. His interpreter has 
revisited it since the departure of Sir George Bonham for Hong Kong. He 
goes to find out ‘ what the rebels are about,’ and his intercourse with their 
camp and their princes has served to awaken in his bosom the warmest 
sympathy in their cause! The long articles in late numbers of the North 
China Herald (which I send you) are attributed to Mr. Meadowa’s pen. 
His position in the legation of Great Britain, his fluency in speaking and 
writing the Chinese language, lend every opportunity of assuming the pro- 
tectorate of the young p wer to Great Biitain, at least so fur as to mould its 
first steps to suit the policy of that government. The vigilance of England 
will Le nothing etrange to commun‘cate to the Secretary of State. The ap- 
prehension I have is, that Gieat Britain may obtain the opening of a western 
Chinese port (inland) frm the new Emperor at Nankin, and the right to 
navigate the Yangt>zz Kiang «losed from foreign commerce beyond the exist- 
ing port of entry. I do notd-ubt that with that view ber war with Burmah 
has been waged and her Indian empire extended. The portage from the 
Ihrawaddy to the Yangtsze Kiang is very short, I suggest these consider- 
tions to you frankly, because they seenr to me to pvint ont the pro- 
priety of preparation to assume the part the United Stites may find it 
politic to take in face of an event now 80 likely as the dismemberment of 
this empire. 

“N.B.—I have ascertained, from undoubted authority, that Sir George 
Bonham did receive at Nankin, from the high ministers of the new Em- 
peror (the rebel chief), an imperial letter, which treated of the navigation 
of the Yangteze, expressed great good will towards western nations, and 
alluded to the wi'lingne-s of the taipinwan to establish the most libcral com- 
mercial intercourse. Sir George Bonbam never dropped even a hint to me 
of any such transaction, and doubtless has communicated it only to her Ma- 
jesty’s Government. My pres-nt knowledge is, beyond doubt, true; and 
it will serve to prove to you how essential it is that I shall have tiie means 
of moving from point to point. 1 hear from Captain Fishbourne, of the 
Hermes, that the rebels at Amoy do acknowledge allegiance to the chief at 
Nankin, and form part of the same combination. 

“ The news at Canton when the Hermes left was, that a body of fifty thou- 
sand rebels was organised to march on Canton. The British merchants at 
Canton had applied to Sir George Bonham to prst British trovps in the 
foroign hongs. I have heard, also, this evening, that a detachment of four 
thousand rebels has lately left Nankin, and it is supposed they are march- 
ing on this section. This city is the military key of the whole country, and 
if it was in the hands of him at Nankin, the city of Peking would begin to 
suffer without much time lost Events are crowding on each other at @ 
wonderful rate, and the future of China breaks upon us with the deepest 
interest.” . 

It is desirable to point out that the Catholics at Nankin 
suffered much at the sacking of that city in 1853, and it is 
probably owing to this that the French are so opposed to the 
progress of the rebels.

TRIALS OF THE OvERLAND Rours.—The intense heat of the Red Sea 
passage, which many of our readers will doubtless visidly recall, appears 
from late accour.ts to have been even more oppressive than usual. Sixteen 
of the passeng-rs by the P. and O. steamer Colombo were so prostrated by 
the heat, that for some time they were not expected to survive ; and, in con- 
sequence of the intense heat, three draths actually occurred, viz., General 
Mcvrohon, Captain-General of the Philippines; Mr. J. McLaren, managing 
agent of the Libuan Coal Company ; and a young lady whose name has not 
reached us. The body of General McCrohon was preserved in spirits and 
sent on shore at Aden, together with the members of his ‘amily, who par- 
posed returning to Spain. Captain Dann, of the Columbo, did all in his 
power to relieve the sufferings of the passengers by laying the ship for some 
time broadside to the light north wind, by which means the breeze was 
enabled to make its way threugh the open ports and cool the heated cabins 
and saloons. Weare glad to learn that the company intend to provide ven- 
tilating fanners, worked by the engine, for the purpose of forcing a stream of 
cool air through the saloons and cabins below, in the hope of mitigating the 
sufferings and inconveniences of the Ked Sea passage. ; 

Cost or THE Carina Wanr.—A Parliamentary return delivered yestere 
day, shows the amount of grants made by estimates submitted to l'arliament 
in the late session to meet the expenses of hostilities in China to be 
£4,206,104 ; the additions (as nearly as the same can be calculated) made 
to the army and navy estimates of the current year, on account of the con- 
templated operations—army, £431,320; navy, £680,600 ; votes to cover 
deficiencies in the estimates of last year, arising from the expense of pre- 
paring for these operations, £350,0UU; and votes of credit, £3 355,104 5 
total, £9,524,123, 
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. STATE DIPLOMACY OBSTRUCTING COMMERCE. 

Unper the above truthful heading, in reference to the present 
chief of our Foreign-office and his principal subordinates, the 
Liverpool Daily Times, of the 22nd inst., gives its readers an 
able and very instructive leading article in favour of the pro- 
jected opening of the western half of China to commerce, from 
the port of Rangoon across Eastern Pegu. We regret that we 
cannot give space to the entire article, and that we are obliged 
to limit ourselves to the following paragraphs :— 

“ We have frequently attempted to point out the great advantages which 
may be expected to ensue fram the adoption of the project for opening up 
intercourse with Weetern China, by means of a direct trade between Rangoon 
and Esmok. The proposal has been advocated for many years by Captain 
Sprye and his son, and latterly by Cap:ain Sherard Osborn. Our i:.fluen:ial 
contemporary the 7imes also recently devoted a leader to a power'ul argu- 
ment in favour of the immediate prosecution of so grand an idea. As usual, 
the great-st obstacle in the way of securing a fair trial for this new route for 
our commerce in the East has been found in the ignorance of Government 
Officials, and their shameful indisposition to take action in behalf of any 
movement that would disturb the antiquated routine of the Circumlocution- 
office. The subject, however, is gradually attracting greater attention, and 
the more it is discussed the likelier it seems to secure the approbation of 
those whose concurrence and support are all that is required to bring alout 
for it at least a fair trial, The London and China Telegraph reviews the 
objections to the project as these have been stated, by a commercial authority 
of some standing, in a letter to the Times, under the signature of ‘J.C.’ . 
. . ° . ° + It is clearly insufferable that a Government 
department, little capable of forming a correct opinion on « great commercial 
question, should be allowed much longer to act as an obstruct on to the ex- 
tension and development of so important a pari of our trade.’ 





ADMIRAL KEPPEL AND SIR GEORGE GREY. 


‘TE following article on the late unscemly affair on board 
the Forte, alluded to in our issue of the 10th September, is 
from the Army and Navy Gaztte. We may add that if the 
Admiralty cannot take notice of such private affairs fhey can 
at all events visit the offender im this case witha recall by his 
neglect of a proper respect to Her Majesty. Admiral Keppel, as 
the Admiral of the station, should have reccived his Royal High- 
ness Prince Alfred, and not have sent his Flag Captain to per- 
form that office, and we have reason to believe that this is the 
view which will obtain at the Admiralty :— 


“ It gives us unaffected pain to allude toa subject painful enough in its 
natare, because it affects the reputation of a distinguished officer whose gal- 
lantry had made him a man of mark in the profession, and whose sccial 
qualities had svcured for him the regards of many friends. But it would be 
a dereliction of duty to be silent in reference to that subject, because it is 
painful to the feelings of individuals to speak of it, If the story be untrue or 
exaggerated, it will put a stop to a gross public scandal everywhere spoken 
of, if the slanderers are refuted. We have recently heard a great deal of the 
New Articles of War and Naval Discipline Act of 1860. They are to work 
wonders in her Majesty's ships, when they come into operation on the lst of 
April. We have been obliged to enter eo many ‘ blackguards’ from the 
shore, while the quarter-deck Jaw was ao gentle and gentlemanly, and 
flogging was so disliked by the public, that it became abeolutely necessary to 
do something to restore good order, and stem the tide of laxity in the fleet 
—to raise the morale of the common sailor to the level of the tone which dis- 
tinguishes the officers in her Majesty’sservice. That this high tone was en- 
deavoured to be kept up we see from the awards of courts-martial from time 
to time, sentencing a few exceptional officers to reprimand, degradation, or 
dismissal from the service, for drunkenness, and other minor immoralities, 
* unbecoming the character of officers and gentlemen.’ With officers of high 
character to carry out the new code, the naval service must be greatly 
benefitt-d. The ‘ollowing is one of the clauses in the Naval Discipl ne Act 
of 1860, to which we have not thought it necessary previously to 
advert :—‘ All persons subject to this Act who are guilty of profane 
oaths, cursings, execrations, drunkenness, uncleann-ss, or other 
scandalons actions, in derogation of God's honour and corruption of 
good manners, shall be dismissed from her Majesty's service, or suiter such 
other punishment as is hereinafter mentioned.’ Perhaps those who have 
lately read in the newspapers that Rear-Admiral the Honourable Sir Henry 
Kepyel, K.C.B., who was appointed commander-in-chief at the Cape of 
Good Hope only some six months ago, is already about to be recalled, or 
transferred, rather, according to other accounts, to another command, may 
imagine that till the let of April next there is no law under which a tcan- 
dalous action, in corruption of good manners, in violation of the laws of hos- 
pitality and of social honour, attributed in clubs and in the streets to that 
very distinguished officer, can be adequately punished. But this is a mis- 
take. Tre above clause of the Duke of Somerset's Naval Discipline Act 
exists verbatim in the old Acts of Parliament, which are still in fo:ce. If 
the gross delinquency to which we now publicly refer (as the details are in 
everybody's mouth) really tcok p'ace, and is allowed to remain as a stigma 
on the pennants of England, it must be remembered that it is not because the 
Board «f Adwiralty are unable to do otherwise. This is not a case in which 
it may be said, ‘Ob, we cannot take into consideration a man’s private 
character, while he does his publ’c duty fuithfully.’ Even this doctrine is 
very questionable, when private character becomes well known. With so long 
8 list of unemployed tlag officers, even private character might be regardcd, 
at least as much as private connections, or titles, or political influence, as 
& motive for selection. But we waive these considcrations for the pre- 
sent, because they do not apply. The offence we speak of was not private. 
It was perpetrated, it is true, against the private honour of an English gen- 


tleman, who had the misfortune in a public capacity to be the guest of—we 
shall not shrink from saying, on the hypothesis that the charge is well- 
founded—a dishonourable British admiral ; but as the relative position im 
which the two parties were placed arose out of their official and public statug, - 
we must claim on behalf of the governors of our colonies, of cur ambasead 
and other functionaries, who, in the course of their public duties, are liable 
to be placed in similar positions as the guests of naval officers in vessels care 
rying the flag of England, protection against such wrongs as occurred on 
board the Furle. Besides, the offence was public in another sense. It was 
coarsely committed ; and it is almost to be regretted that the interference of 
the officers of the ship prevented that summary vengeance, which even the 
law allows, when the greatest injury a man can suffer is inflicted before hig 
eyes. If drunkenness and scandalous actions be proper grounds for dis- 
missal from the service, as we occasionally see they are regarded in the case 
of subordinate officers, what shall we say of a man in the highest position 
who canuot, or will not, observe even decency in regard to time, or 
place, or person, in the gratification of his passions? ‘The press is 
often eloquent on the subject of the law's inequality as regards the rich and 
poor, when mere fines are occasionally awarded for gross offences, We beg 
to assure the authorities that we should be regarded by the service at large 
—by those in whose hands the honour of their country, as well as of their 
neighbours’ wives is safe—as very cravens, if we shrunk on the present occa- 
sion from den:anding the same imyartial enforcement of the laws for the 
discipline and good government of the navy, against an offender of rank as 
against subordivate officers or common seamen. ‘Ihe public remember some 
years since the scandal occasioned by the discovery of immoral practices in 
one or two ccnvict ships. We blush to think the conduct of a Rear-Admi- 
ral on board her Majesty's fiag-ship Forte has recalled such scandals to 
mind. The stain must be wipcd out. The honourable K.C.B. must be 
replaced by a man of honour. If the same offence had been notoriously 
committed, and brought home to a common sailor against amessmate, he 
would have been discharged to the shore in disgrace, with the corner of his 
certilicate (which is, as it were, his decoration) cut off.” 


THE BISHOP OF VICTORIA. 


Tue Bishop of Victoria has arrived in London from New 
York. His lordship sailed from the Bay of Yedo last June, and 
accomplished the voyage from Japan to England (exclusive of 
eight days spent in San Francisco, and about six weeks in the 
United States) in scventy days, by the isthmus of Panama: 
He purposes returning to China at the close of next summer’ 
During his stay in these places his lordship was not unoccupied” 
The letter written by him to Judge McAllister, at San Fran- 
cisco, will be in the recollection of most of our readers. We 
can but hope that his able advocacy of the cause of the Chinese 
in the State of California may not prove ineffectual. Next we 
hear of his lordship in New York, where he preached at the 
St. George’s Episcopal Church. His discourse is described by 
the New York papers as a most able and eloquent one, in which 
he dwelt at considerable length on the missionary labours in 
China and Japan. “He reminded his congregation that the Word 
of God had not gone out in vain, and that at the present time 
there were about 2,000 baptized Chinese converts as the fruit 
of their labour. This was but a small number; but when 
viewed as the first drop of the full shower, when God shall pour 
out His spirit on all flesh, it was one for which they might thank 
God and take courage.” His lordship attended at the annual con- 
vention of the New York Diocese, assembled in that city under the 
presidency of Bishop Potter. He related in the address which he 
delivered on this occasion some interesting facts relating to his 
exploratory visit of ten weeks to the newly-opencd cities of 
Japan, from which country he had lately returned across the 
Pacific, by way of California, to the United States. He had 
spent five wecks in the Buddhist-temple residence of their zealous 
missionary, the Rev. C. M. Williams, in the city of Nagasaki. 
He had in the course of his wanderings spent eight days in the 
capital city of Yedo. Japan was in many respects a highly- 
favoured land. Possessing a fertile soil, the most picturesque 
scenery, an industrious population, and an abundant variety of 
material blessings lavished in richest profusion upon that fa- 
voured country by the Almighty dispenser of good, she con- 
tained within her own borders everything necessary to human 
subsistence and the comforts of life, and was independent of 
foreign products and the luxuries of European lands. Hence it 
arose that the Government of Japan was not very desirous 0 
an extended intercourse with foreign nations. The fear of re. 
volution, the remembrance of civil wars, the disastrous history 
of intestine troubles caused by former European intercourse 
and especially in connection with the Roman Catholic mission 
in Japan, all combined in producing a wide-spread jealousy and 
prejudice in the governing class, and their desire to reduce to 
the lowest possible amount the privileges and opportunities of 





access conceded to foreigners, 
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SIR JOHN BOWRING. 


In a speech at Exeter Sir John introduced the subject of 
the Ballot. The Times, in noticing this, says :— 

“Sir John Bowring reappears among his countrymen as a political Rip Van 
Winkle. It is now a good many years since he fell asleep to English 
electioneering and review writing, and was wafted away to Hong Kong to 
dream of inculcating on the largest population of the globe the sublime 
principles which he studied in his dogmatic youth. He now awakes again 
in England, and seems to fancy the patriots of the National installed at the 
Luxembourg, and our own Chartists shouting for the five points. The 
** Philosophic Radicals,” to whom Sir John Bowring boasts of having be- 
longed, were a race whose achievements fall very far short of their preten- 
sions or even of their reputation, They were looked upon by well-meaning 
people of thirty years ago with a mixture of dislike, fear, and admiration, 
which, to our thinking, were quite undeserved. We need not enter for the 
hundredth time on a discussion of the Ballot ; it will be time when the sub- 
ject is again brough seriously before the country. Probably by that time 
one or two of the Philosophical Radicals may themselves be wavering in the 
faith. Sir John Bowring himself is, to judge from his speeeh, much more 
Conservative than he was ten or twelve years ago; and the only man of 
genius of the school, Mr. Mill, has in these latter days gone so far in his 
dread of democracy as to have given his adhesion to a system of electing 
members of Parliament which is worthy of Laputa. These changes bave 
arisen from a larger study of his kind on a closer observation of passing 
events, and though we may despair of a man, who, after being a politician 
for so many years, can talk such nonsense as that * Juries in our civil and 
crimical courts gave their verdicts while keeping secret their individual 
opinions, which they are bound by oath not to divulge,’ still we can imagine 
that the knowledge of our situation and the survey of facts will have some 
effect even on the mind of Sir John Bowring.” 


Sir John Bowring wrote, in reply to this, to the editor :— 


“ Sir,—As in your leading article of the 13th inst. you accuse me of 
‘talking nonsense,’ in having stated that ‘in our civil and criminal courts 
juries are bound by oath not to divulge their individual opinions,’ I beg to 
assure you that I made no such statement. My averment was, that in 
courts-martial secret voting was specially provided for, and that the indi- 
vidual opinions of jurymen were protected by the habit of secrecy.

* genius,’ you may admit they have at all events obtained literary and poli- 
tical distinction. I need not mention Jeremy Bentham, except to add that 
on one occasion Talleyrand said to me, ‘I have known many of the remark- 
= meat my day, but as a man of genius, Jeremy Bentham eclipsed 

m all,’ 


THE CAMPAIGN IN CHINA. 


After long delays the allied forces were, towards the close of last summer, 
ready for action. The first intention was that the troops of the two nations 
should act separately, but either jealousy, or the means adopted to obviate it, 
determined that the campaign should be conducted by a combined force. On 
the lst of August they reached the mouth of the Peiho river, and were in- 
formed by the inhabitants that the North and South forts were evacuated. 
The Allies accordingly landed at Peh-tang, and found that, in fact, no pre- 
paration had been made to oppose them. On the 12th a battle took place, 
which is described as nothing more than a skirmish of cavalry. The enemy 
was defeated, and an attack on the Taku Forts was in prospect. This enter- 
prise was to be carried into effect on the 15th of August. To the great mass 
of our readers the telegraphic intelligence will probably convey no very defi- 
nite notion of wlat is pending. It may be said, then, that the forts firat 
spoken of are at the mouth of the Peiho, and that the Taku Forts liea few 
miles up the river, and form, probably, the firat of the series of defences which 
— Peking, lying some 120 miles inland. In such a war as this it would 

idle to speculate as to the chances of success in action against the enemy. 
That the Imperial troops will be defeated and dispersed whenever they ven- 
ture to face the Kuropeans is a matter of course, and unless climate, or the 
nature of the country, or discussions between the Commanders of the two 
armies, or the unexpected accidents of war intervene, it is certain that within 
a very short time of the attack on the forts of Taku the Ang'o-French forces 
Ought to be under the walls of Peking. Such an event we can hardly picture 
to ourselves. It will be, perhaps, the most singular conquest, even in this 
age of revolutions. The celestial nation, so long divided from the rest of the 
world, theadmiration of some, and the laughing-stock of others,is now evidently 
about to lose its isolation, and consequently itsdistinctive character. Thecoming 
invasion of the European race has cast its shadow before it. Rebellion, disorder, 
and ruin havealready gained the mastery in the Chinese Empire. The Tae-pings 
have prepared the way for the dissolution of this old and exclusive mo- 
narchy, and for the supremacy of foreign civilization. If a Chinese cam- 
paign at all re:emble those of Europe, a few days may bring the allied 
forces to the capital. But it is possible that they may then find that 
they have at their mercy an Emperor without authority, and a Govern- 
ment which commands little more than the neighbourhood of Peking. 
The perturbations which have affected Kurope during the last thirty 
years have been felt to the extremities of the globe. It is a general 
remark that the “unchangeable East” no more deserves its name, and 
this breaking up of all Asiatic communities has extended itself to China in 
& most singulas manner. In Mahomedan countries there is a dread of Chris- 
tian Rurops, and the people are affected unwillingly by the superior influ- 
ence of their stronger, more active, and more civilised neighbours. It can- 
not be said that in the Turkish or Persian Empire, or in India, the Chris- 





tian doctrines or the manners of Christendom have met with much sym- 
pathy. We owe all to the dread which the natives have of our strength 
and courage. They reverence the God of the Christians as the (fod of 
battles, who has always given the victory to His votaries. But the pre- 
cepts, and still more the history, of the Christian religion have been treated 
by these races with invincible indifference and dislike. Strangely different 
has been the case with the Chinese. Certainly neither ourselves nor our 
missionaries have any reason to be proud of the result of so many years of 
labour, but still it is the case that this vast monarchy is now being broken up 
by a sect which pretends to take its teachings from our sacred books, and 
the doctrines of ministers of the Gospel. For years the rebellion has gone on. 
At first the Tae-pings gained advantages which made their name known 
throughout the word, and caused weak persons in every Christian country 
to believe that a great work was being done in the Kastern hemisphere. 
Then the tide turned in favour of the Imperial forces. The rebels were de- - 
feated again and again, and it may have been under the influence of these 
successes that the Court of Peking gathered confidence to defy the Western 
Powers. If so, the triumph has been short. Within the last few months 
the successes of the Tae-pings have beep such as to endanger the very 
existence of the empire, and their last act surpasses in audacity anything 
that has been told of their mysterious fraternity. The latest news from 
China, later even than the news of the Anglo-French success of the 12th, is 
the account of the attack on Shanghai by the Tae-pings, made on the 18th of 
August. Shanghai is to Europeans by far the most important place in the 
Chinese Empire. The trade which in the old days was confined to Canton 
has now flowed Northward, and Shanghai, near the mouth of the great river 
of China, the Yang-tse-kiang, has every year obtained a large portion of the 
traffic between the empire and the outer world. Here the two great staples 
of tea and silk are traded for by nearly every European nation, as well as by 
the merchants of the United States, and the city, which is rapidly increasing 
in wealth and prosperity, may be said to be as valuable to foreigners as to 
the Chinese. This t mart of the world's commerce was on the 18th of . 
August attacked by the rebels, or,as from theic number and their successes 
they may be called, the revolutionary forces. We are told that previously 
the town of Nan-Tain, in the silk district, had been attacked, and the suc- 
cess of the Tae-pings had encouraged them to attempt the capture of the 
first port of the empire. The forces attacked the south gate of Shanghai, but 
were repulsed by the French; only temporarily, however, for at the depar- 
ture of the mail their forces had again gathered about the town, and an 
attack might be daily expected. It need not be said that this imminent 
danger had entirely put a stop to all business in the threatened town. Per- 
haps the next mail may inform us that the communication between Shanghai 
and the rest of the country has been cut off, the transport of goods 
from the coast interrupted, and the trade of all the northern ports 
for a time abandoned. It is certainly a singular thing that while European 
nations are advancing from the sea-coast on the phe an internal rebellion 
should a‘d them by extending its ravages from the inland provinces to the 
sea. No one, indeed, can doubt that the whole system of Chinese govern- 
ment is rotten, and about to pass away. It has lasted all these ages 
because no other element has been introduced to disturb it. No sooner 
have European ideas come into contact with the Chinese than the brittle 
old fabric has been shattered like one of their own vases. The speedy 
downfall or transformation of the monarchy is evidently at hand. Whether 
the English and French authorities make common cause with the Taipings 
or not, they cannot help co-operating with them so far as to insure the sub- 
mission and humiliation of the Court of Peking. Our conduct between the 
two rival factions must be guded by circumstances. It seems absurd to 
say that while we are at war with the Tartar Emperor we should protect 
him from his domestic enemies, yet there can be no doubt that we have a 
right, and, in fact, are bound to defend the cities with which we trade from 
all enemies, Our wars are carried on, not for the purpose of siding with 
either party to defeat the other, but for the liberty of peaceful intercourse 
with the people, whatever rulers may be installed in the seat of government. 
We make war against the Emperor because he is the de facto representative 
of the Chinese State; we shall make a treaty with him because we find 
him in the palace of Peking. Should the Tae-pings get the upper hand, the 
must be content to carry out the stipulations of the treaty, or we shall 
quarrel with them a'so. In the meantime, we trust we shall remain neutral 
in the civil war so long as the rebels refrain from attacking the places which 
contain the persons and propertics of British subj-cts.—Zhe Times. 





THE DRIFT OF OUR CHINESE POLICY. 

The more we hear of the progress of events in China, the more confident 
we feel of the conclusion which we stated in these columns many months 
ago, that we shall have to choose between a complete change of policy and 
a career of territorial encroachments such as that which has founded our 
empire in India. This is a tremendous alternative, but it scarcely requires 
more than the most ordinary sagacity to see that it is fast becoming the only 
practical alternative for England. Kven Ze Zimes, which has been by far 
the most powerful advocate of the aggressive policy, is forced to admit that 
all the fatal consequences to the central authority of the Chinese Empire 
which were predicted as likely to result from an attack on Peking by the 
Western Powers are now actually ensuing, and that, in fact, the fruit of our 
expedition must be the imposition upon us of all kinds of new responsibi- 
lities, both in relation to the Emperor of China and to his rebellions subjects. 
On the one hand, the duty of defending Shanghai, which has been already 
attacked, and the other coast towns where British commerce is concentrated, 
against the victorious rebe's, is impressed upon us by Zhe Times ;—on the 
other, it is admitted that our invasion has just given the impulse which 
has turned the scale againet the Chinese Government, and that but for 
us the revolu'ionary forces might not have gained head. We are now, then, 
placed under the double obligation of defending ourselves against the Empe- 
ror's enemies, and overpower'ng the Emperor himself In what can this 
end, exc:pt some assumption of power on the part of England and France 
to put an arbitrary termination to the civil war in China as being inconsistent 
with our foreign trade? Nor can it terminate in any other way unless 
the whole policy recently pursued by England in China be reversed. 
It seems to us, therefore, het the po'icy on which we are now fairly em- 
barked in China can lead to no good result. We have either done far too 
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much already, or we are qnite blind to the magnitude of what we are about, 
If it was our object to keep our relations with China as distant as is con- 
sistent with friendly commercial relations, we ought to have endured much 
eather than embarrass and pavalyze the Central Government. If, on the 
other hand, it is our object to spare no pains to o;en up the country t» 
European enterprise, then nothing short of our present attitude would have 
Deen efficient ; but then, also, we cannot stop here. We must b» prepared 
to take every step that is needful to maintain and deepen the impression we 
have made—to win and keep a constant influence over the regular action of 
the Government. Nor can we do this in any divided Oriental country. ‘ull 
of misgovernnent and the result of misgovernment— revolution, without 
being prepared sooner or later to accept the trust of a protecting Power, and 
the duty of constant tutelage. If there be any Englishman who thinks that 
in India we have not got enough and more than enough of this kind upon our 
hands, he may look without alarm to the present drift of our policy in China. 
But all who, with the majority of the nation, believe that the Gov-rnment 
of India is a problem which tasks our resources to the utmost, if it is not 
quite beyond them, must look with something like diamay on the present 
posture of Chinese affairs, on the conjunction of circumstances which is at 
once making us a powerful instrument in the hands of the Tae-ping rebels, 
and also bringing us, at another point, into collision with those rebels, and 
into a kind of collision which shows us significantly enough that they will 
not be disposed to give us less, and probably far more trouble, than the 
Government which it is their ambition to displace.—Economist. 


Monetary and Commercial, 





The money-market is hardly in a condition to encourage loan 
transactions without the most clearly-proved necessity. In the 
course of the last ten diys there has been a heavy drain of 
bullion, which has not only absorbed every successive arrival, 
but has drawn £1,250,000 from the stock held by the Bank, 
which amounted, at the date of the last return (Oct. 17) to 
£14,585,136. This drain has caused apprehensions of ad- 
vanced rates of discount ; aud though the Bauk Directors have, 
so far, abstained from adopting that course at present, it is 
commonly believed they will be compelled to resort to it within 
the next fortnight. Their present rate is 4 per cent. 


The causes of the drain upon our stock of bullion have not 
yet been satisfactorily elucidated. Tke idea that it was pro- 
duced by the Comptoir dEscompte buying for transmission to 
China and the East is, however, exploded, and the general con- 
clusion is that the purchases have been made on account of the 
Bank of France, and for the purpose of replenishing its stock, 
which, last month, fell off £2,800,000. through withdrawals for 
corn purchases. This view is confirmed by the fact that in the 
present state of the Exchanges a premium must be paid in 
order to get the gold. It is understood that there are orders 
. Dow in the hands of various bullion holders for £600,000. 
This theory may prove incorrect. At all events it suggests a 
rational explanation of a perplexing operation, and one not at 
all inconsistent with the proposed operatious of the Comptoir 
ad Lscompte in China. 

For the last few days an unsatisfactory movement has taken 
place in the Enfaced Indian Paper called Rupee Stocks. Partly 
through the resolution of the Government to enforce payment 
of the double Income-tax on these securities, and partly through 
a resolution of the Stock Exchange, which requires the buyers 
of this paper to pay the interest accrued up to the day of com- 
pleting the purchase, they have fallen into disfavour. There is 
really no market for them upon the Stock Exchauge, and the 
Indian Banks will buy only at a serious reduction, It so 
happens, too, that just at the time when the public mind is in 
this state, there are large supplies from Calcutta. Some 
houses, thinking them preferable to merchants’ bills, bought 
them, say the Five-and-a-Half per Cents., at 1024 for remit- 
tance here. But to-day they could not be sold for more than 
1013; thus a loss of 1 per cent. has accrued upon all opera- 
tions within these limits. If the downward movement con- 
tinues, purchases may probably be resumed, in order to send it 
back to Calcutta, where for a time it may commanda higher price. 


There has been a talk of the India Council inviting tenders 
for a new loan. At present the report cannot be traced to any 
definite source. It is probable, however, that a loan may be 
announced before the close of the year. 


The produce of Japan has played rather a conspicuous part in 
our public markets, A sale of Japan saltpetre attracted a 
good deal of attention from its novelty. Unlike many first im- 
portations, the quality was most satisfactory, and the price 
realised (43s, 6d. per cwt.) was within 6d. of our highest quota- 
tion for the finest Bengal. A sale of Japan vegetable wax fol- 
lowed, and although not the first, was remarkable for its magni- 


tude, offering 11,900 boxes or nearly 900 tons. Such is the 
increasing requisition for this article, that in the face of so large 
@ quantity prices advanced from £2 to £3 per ton, about 300 
tons being disposed of at £60 to £65 per ton, and for these 
prices the remainder is confidently held. It will be seen that 
this single parcel represents a value of nearly £60,000. 


At a special meeting of the Oriental Bank, on the 29th ult., 
Mr. H. Gordon in the chair, a dividend was declared for the past 
half-year at the rate of 14 per cent. per annum, free of income- 
tax. It wus announced, with reference to the question of the 
double income-tax, that an amicable suit has been instituted 
between the Bank and the Indian authorities, and that it will 
shortly come before the Court of Exchequer. Tho Bank has 
reason to expect a favourable decision. 


The Mediterranean Extension Telegraph Company are at 
present negotiating for laying a new line to bring Malta into 
communication. 


THE RANGOON AND SINGAPORE CABLE. 


The screw-steamer Queen Victoria, of 2,000 tons, is now at 
Greenwich, to receive from the works of the contractors— 
Messrs. Glass, Elliott, and Co.—one portion of the cable for the 
line from Rangoon to Singapore, and will be despatched about 
the end of the month for Rangzon. To other screw-steamers, 
named the fangoon and Malacca, of 2,000 tons, have been 
built specially for the purpose by Messrs. Palmer, of Newcastle, 
and will be shortly ready to receive their respective sections. 
The entire length of the cable is 1,300 miles ; and it is expected 
that the Rangoon will be despatched early in the ensuing month, 
and the I/alacca about the end of the same. 


THE RED SEA CABLE. 


In reference to the statement made in a previous issue, that 
the differences between the Red Sca Company and Messrs. 
Newall and Co., the contractors, would be probably arranged 
without recourse to legal proceedings, it has since been 
arranged, through the interference of Government, to place the 
matters in dispute in the hands of the Law Officers of the 
Crown, for the purpose of obtaining their opinion on the points 
at issue. 


The specie by the last mail was as follows :—Alcxandria, 
£10,000 gold; Mauritius, £25,000 gold ; Madras, £2,619 gold, 
and £14,800 silver; Calcutta, £15,100 gold, and £71,700 
silver ; Singapore, £350 gold, and £51,850 silver; Hong Kong,

vernment ; Foo-chow, £9,672 silver ; and Shanghai, £148,246 
silver. 


ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tza.—The China advices of August 26 have had a more decided effect 
upon the tea market than any to hand for some time past. The increased 
interruptions of trade, and the possibility of their being prolonged by the 
fresh complicaticn which the unexpected hostility of the rebels had ob- 
truded, have created an impression that, at least for the next mail or two, 
nothing can be looked for calculated to influence the market to the buyers’ 
advantage. Many of the large dealers throughout the country have, there- 
fore, been induced to replenish their stocks, which, in the protracted ab- 
sence of business, must necessarily be much reduced. Puble sa'es which 
followed the receipt of the mail, indicated a marke extension of demand, 
and full prices were obtained for all descriptions. Since these sales the 
buying has been very general, and some considerable parcels have been 
c'eared cff. The bulk of these transactions were at the extreme of previous 
quotations, but the market being relieved of many speculative lots that had 
been pressing on it, manifested increased buoyancy towards the cl-se, and 
several of the later contracts were at an advance of 4d. told. perlb. Any 
important rise in the value of black tea is not, however, expected, as the 
quantity on the way is considerable, : 

S11x—The public sales commenced on 24th, and are concluded. The quan 
tity offered was about 1,800 bales Bengal silk, 3,000 bales China, 1,000 bales 
Japan, and 300 bales Canton. As usual the whole was allowed to pass 
without biddings; but it was a meagre assortment, comprising very little 
really desirable in any of the respective classes. Trade ccntinues as bad 
and as unpromising as ever; but the progress of the sca:on naturally in- 
duces some of our manufacturers to be turning their attention to preparation 
for the spring, at present without any noticeable effect beyond their having 
availed themselves of the anxiety of importe:s to sell at the last unloading, 
to buy some small quantities at a reduction of another 6d. per lb. —unfor- 
tunately the steamer just arrived from China brings only 250 bales, instead 
of her usual complement; we are thus Jeft to wait another week for a 


supply, 
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Sucar.—The parcels brought forward by auction have been comparative'y 
nnimportant. 1,891 bags unclayed Manila, of common quality, were bought in 
at 33s. 6d. The private contract transactions on the spot also are of limited 
amount, namely, 450 baskets of Java, at 44s.; 1,700 bags Clayed Manila, 
at 38s. 3d. 

Corres.—No auctions have been held, and privately sales have been 
made at former quotations.
